eS E. Cardinal complains in the firft Place of the Ar= 
tifice and Fraud of his Enemies at the Beginning of 
his Difgrace, to perfuade the lace Pope Clement XI. that he 
was fuch a Monfter, that the whole World ought to. join 
in crufhing. him.:,For, fay they, he openly attacks the 
Marty of God, Authority, of Princesy and.aims at che 
Deftruétion of the Catholick Religion. Whereupon, the 
Cardinal would have it obferv'd, Thar the Pope himfelf 
declar’d Him innocent of all thofe Calumnies in his Let- 
ter co the Senate of Genoa, wherein, without mentioning a 
pie a Religion, be only hanted in loofe and general 

vat he was {ufpeéted of having form’d a Defign 
hi tthe Holy See, ca for this Reafon the Re- 
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Zency of Genoa reftor’d him to:that Liberty which they 
at firft depriv’d him of, upon the Pope’s Requeft. 

Then his Enemies gave out, Thag he had excited the 
War in Ita/y, td ftop the Probrefs of the Emperor’s Arnis, 
againft the Enemy of the Chriftian Name: And when 
he had prov’d the contrary, they were content to accnfe 
him of having ufurp’d Ecclefiaftical Eftates ; hinder’d the 
Courfe of the Briefs from Rome, addrefs’d to the Bifhops of 
Spain; of having occafion’d the Recal of the Spaniards 

ho were at Rome ; of an irregular Life ; and many other 

rimes, which he thought he had fufficiently anfwer’d, 
in his Apology, addrefs’d to the Cardinals, who were ap- 
poimed the Commiffioners to manage his Profecution. 

Neverthelefs, he takes Notice, that he is again accufed 
of having miade ufe of Artifice and Trick to get a Cardi- 
nal’s Cap ; of having attack’d the Pope’s Authority ina 
Manner unheard of before ; and of having endeavour’d to 
withdraw the Court of Spain from the Obedience it owes 
tothe Church. Upon this, the Cardinal demands whether 
More palpable Lies were ever invented ; and whether Hell 
itfelf could breath a more poifonous Blaft ? And. before he 
enters upon the Difcuflion of thofe Accufations, he cries out, 
Oh! that I could but fpare the Holy Father the Affront which 





unavoidably reflects on his Perfon, thro’ the i apr of the 


Proceedings again? me! Would to God, that by the Sacrifice 
of my Life I cdtld wah off that fcandalous Stain which he 
Contracts, by giving Ear to my Accufers ! Since a Pope, fuch 
as he is, neither can ror ought to take Pleafure in fetting the 
Supreme Order of the Cardinals together by the Ears ; and that 
the Mind of one that would be call’d Clement, ought to enter- 
tain no other Sentiments than thofe of Virtue, Juftice, and 
Chriftian Charity. 

Then the Cardinal expatiates upon the War in Ital, 
undertaken contrary to two Engagements made with che 
Pope: By the firft of which, fays he, Iafur'd Clement XI, 
that during the War with the Turks, his Majefty promis’d not 
to carry his Arms into the Dominions of the Emperor in Italy; 
and by the fecond, That by the Pope’s granting the Levy of 
the Tenths in the Indies, the King would be able to fend more 
powerful Succours’to the Levant than the Year before, and ‘all 
the Time that the War held with the common Enemy of Chri- - 
fiendom. : 

But the Cardinal undertakes upon this Head, to juftify, 
not only himfelf, but the King his Mafter. He alledges 
in Favour of his Majefty , That he would never have de- 
clad againft the Emperor, if the Court of Vienna wonald 
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bué* have: heatken’d 19, Beaton, ne the Releafe of 
Sig. Molinez. * 

The Reafons he nigegyig i own JabitGcation are, a- 
mong others, That ic was the King himfelf who alter'd 
his Mind, as to the Defign of the Squadron which was ta 
go to the Levant ; and that he did all he could to reconcile 
his Catholick Majefty to the Pope’s Views. 

The Oppofitioa which the Cardinal fays he made to the 
Execution of the War againft the Emperor, oblig’d the 
King to confult the Duke de Popoli, who gave his Opinion 
juft as his Majefty would have him, bur chang’d ic after- 
wards, upon his (the Cardinal’s) ftrong Reprefentations; 
for which, the King did not {pare to reproach him very 
feverely by Father @’ Aubenton. od 

Then it was that the Cardinal, in order to fecure him- 
felf from the Storm he had Reafon to expect, for oppofing 
the War, defir’d Father d’Aubenton, that he would pleafe 
to counterfign the Letter which he wrote on this Head, to 
the Duke de Popoli, and which fell into his Majefty’s Hands, 
faying, That notwithftanding the Reproaches he fuffer’d 
from the King, ic was impoflible for him to change his 
Opinion : That fuch a War was not agreeable with che 
j King’s Service, nor with the prefent State of the Monar- 
chy: That if his Majefty was abfolutely refolved to de- 
Clare War, he was hisown Mafter, and that he would 
with all his Heare obey his Orders ; buc that he forefaw 
it would by no Means be advantageous to the Crown, and 
that therefore he would always oppgfe it. He concluded, 
That the faid Letter would ferve as ,a-publick Teftimon 
for him to the Grandees of Spain, who would not fail om 
Day or other to condemn fach an Undertaking. 

This Obftinacy coft him (the Cardinal) dear ; he there- 
by loft the good Graces of both their Catholick Majefties, 
and faw himfelf depriv’d for feveral Days of that favou- 
, rable Reception, with which they ufed to honour him. 
’ He had alfo the Mortification to fee that his Enemies cun- 
ningly improv’d his Difgrace, firft to render him odious, 
and chen to fupplant bim. 

Be this as it would, the King was refalutely bent in 
that Opinion, which he the Cardinal had oppos’d ; and in 
purfuance thereof, his Majefty commanded him co obey 
his Royal Intentions. He was oblig’d io obey accordingly, 
but noc without Reluétance ; and he endeavour'd to de- 
feat the Undertaking, by continually retarding the Pre- 
paration of Neceffaries for its Execution, in Hopes that 
his Majefty would at length abandan it. Moreover, he 
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another Defign, which would have been as much to the 
Honour of his Catholick Majefty, asto the Advantage of 
the Holy See. He was for employing the Cadiz Squadron 
in the Siege of Oran, in Cafe that his Majefty perfifted in 
bis Refolucion not to fend it into the Levant againft the 
Turks, By this Means, his Majefty would have been in-a 
Condition cto have farisfy’d the Engagements he had en- 
terd into with the Pope, and at the fame Time would 
have given full Proof of his Refentmenc againft the Em- 
peror, by not uniting his Forces with the Auxiliaries that 
were defign’d for the Levant, to facilitate his Conquefts 
in Hungary. 

Buc War being at laft declar’d againft the Dominions of 
his Imperial Majefty, Cardinal Alberoni expre&’d his Con- 
cern thereupon to the Nuncio Aldrovandi, and that with 
fo much Freedom, that feveral of his Friends told him, he 
tight thereby do himfelf a World of Prejudice; and ad- 
monifh’d him to be more upon his Guard, and not make 
fuch a Noife of the Oppofition he had form’d againft che 
faid Undertaking; but all the Anfwer he return’d was, 
God forbid ; Fl fooner leave the Kingdom of Spain, than 
Sive any Body, efpecially the Haly, See, Reafon to think, that I 
have confented to frcha Change, as the employing a Squadron 
that was defign'd againft the Common Enemy, in the Invafion 
of the Domirions of a Chriffian Prince ; ¢{pecially, fince bis Ho- 
linefs declar’d in a. full Confifory, That the Equipment of the 
Squadron azainft the: Turks, did an Honour to my Advancement 
to the Dignity, of a Cardinal, 

And when. che Cardinal exprefs’d his Uneafinefs to Fa- 
ther d’ Aubenton, that the Pope fhould take Occafion ftom 
thence, to think he had impos’d upon him in an Affair of 
fuch Importance, the Father made Anfwer, That he 
(the Cardinal) might. thank God, that as he bad no Hand 
in the Matter, the Alteration of the Defign could not be 
laid at his Doow; adding, (perhaps to do hima Pleafure, 
and perhaps upon Knowledge of the Why and Wherefore) 
Re not uneafy, my Lord, it may, be, the Bope will not be fo much 
concern’d at it as you imagine, 

- However, the Cardinal’s Defire of clearing himfelf to 
the Pope never left him, ‘ I knew, fays he, how much 
€ it concern’d meto.be in good Terms with his Holinefs, 
€ efpecially ata Time when he had juft done the beft he 
* he could for me, by honouring me with the Purple; 
¢ and I could fearce conceive which Way I could get off, 
¢ confidering the Engagements enter’d into with him, 
& andthe Breach of thofe Engagements, without my Par

In fine, the Cardinal going one Day from the Office 
of the Difpatches, after having laid before his Majefty che 
Impoffibility of continuing the War, could not forbear 
telling the Duke de Popoli, and the Marquefs de Sarco, 
whom he met in the Queen’s Appartments, and who afk’d 
him the Reafon why he look’d fo dejeéted, that he could 
not imagine how it was poflible any longer to continue 
the War againft all Europe; chat till then, he had made 
ufe of the ordinary Means to carry it on, but that after- 
wards: his Majefty would be oblig’d to have Recourfe 
to others more irregular and extraordinary. Therefore 
fays he, Iwas very far from a Defign to impofe upon his 
Holinefs, fince I did all that was in my Power to [ave him the 
Venxation of hearing {uth a Change of the Defign, and that it 
was none of my Fault, that the Squadron did not join the Ve- 
netians, infead of going to Sardinia. 





The fending of an Officer from the Court of Madrid to 
Prince Ragotski, to Conftantinople, making the Invafion of 
the Imperial Dominions ftill more odious, and being al- 
ledg’d by the. Imperialifis as a Proof, that this Hoftilicy 
was concerted between the King of Spain and che Port, 
the Cardinal expreffes bimfelf on that nice Article as fol- 
lows, and concludes chereby his Letter. 


- Tis very well known, that the Court of Spain enter- 
tain’d a fecret Correfpondence with Prince Ragotski ; and 
the better to conceal this Commerce, a private Officer 
was employ’d in the Court: of that Prince, Afterwards, 
thae isto fay, during the late Turkifb War, whether the 
Encerefts of Spain requir’d it, or whether fhe was willing 
to honour that Prince, a Minifter was deputed towardé 
him, im the Charaéter of Envoy; his Inftructions were 
drawn up by his Majefty’s own Hand, but in fuch kind 
and civil Expreflions, that one would have thought they 
rather concern’d the Perfon of Prince Ragotski than any 
particular Commiffion againft the Emperor; and! cam 
therefore very juftly fay, that had the Management of 
this Affair been mine, I would have made uft of St 
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Means for executing this curfed Defign, which they fo’ 
uncharitably accufe me of. 

Nor was this Enrerprize flightly undertaken, and with- 
out any Regard to the common Cries of Confcience. Be- 
fore the King form’d any Refolution, he confulred his 
Confeflor, who declir’d his Sentiments of the Matter be-- 
fbre thac-Monarch determin’d any Thing. To this I 
may add, that Prince Ragotski paflionately defir’d, . that 
the King would proceed rus towards him, thace by this 
Deputation he might be honour’d, and his Credit thereby» 
kept up at Confantinople. 

I would now afk, whether any one who was defirous 
of doing a Prejudice tothe Holy See, would confilt the 
Confeffor of aCatholick Prince, and tell him, that they 
are about to withdraw their Obedience from the See, to- 
join wich the Turks, and co call them into Italy, and to 
affift them with all their Forces? ’Tis meer Madnefs to 
fuppofe any fuch Thing, feing that the Dury of a Con- 
feffor not only obliges him to difwade a Prince from fuch 
a Defizgn, but alfo to give Notice of ic to che Court of 
Rome, To addrefs one’s felf therefore to fuch a Perfon, 
in fuch a Manner, would be a very wrong Step, nor is 
it probable, that his Catholick Majefty made any Over- 
ture of , this Kind, feeing thar the Inftruétion of this 
Minifter contain’d nothing at all of that Nature, as will 
more plainly appear from his Mijefty’s Conduct rowards 
that Minifter, whom he hath chofe to recall to Madrid, 
than fuffer to enter into any Negotiation with the-Port, 
as Prince Ragotski was defirous he fhouid. 

To this you will pehaps fay, what therefore could this. 
Minifter’s BufinefS be with the Prince, and what had he 
todo there? This Point I have already clear’d up; he 
was fent with 2 Defign todo him Honour, and to thew: 
how much his Perfon was efteem’d; perhaps to defire 
him to obferve rhe Imperial Court, and have a little Re- 
gard tothe Intereft of that of Madrid. Can there be a- 
ny ftronger Proof of this Truth, than the fudden Recak 
gf chat Minifter, upon the Advice that he gave at Court, 
that they wansed to igtroduce him to the Ottoman Mi- 
nifters? And I may truly fay, that I had no Hand in all 
this Affiir, unlefs it was confirming his Majefty in the 
Refolution he had form’d of recalling his Envoy, and of 
refufing any Thing to Prince Ragotski, which would ex- 
ceed the Limits of that Honour intended by him by this 
Depuration, 
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F If you, would have’ me enlarge upon this Subject, and 


-,, fevic, yet in’a clearernLight, I muft tell you, chat Prince 
~\Regotski and Prince Cellamare having been acquainted at 


Paris ; the former of thefé had defir’d to fee the other, if 
it was not poflible.to obtain Leave for his Coming to Ma- 
drid, and refiding there, til! ic thould pleafe God to dif 
pofe of him otherwife ; and an Overture of this Nature 
having been made to the King, who had inherited his 
Grandfather's Love and Efteem for that Prince, the Mo- 
narch thought it is Duty to confulc his Confeflor upon fo 
tender a Point, and after a long Conference with the Fa- 
ther 4’ Aubenton, it. was refolv’d, that his Majelty mighe 
entertain a Correfpondence with that Prince, becaufe he 
was a Roman Catholick, 

. Oncthis, my Lord, they grounded their Calumny, and 
publith’d, thar I had endeavour’d to draw the Court of 
Madrid off from that filial Obedience it had always paid 
to the Holy See. This is the Foundation of thar deitru- 
tive Impofture which has been fpread concerning me. 
After this, you may form a Judgment of the Heinoufnefs 
Of my Crimes, and fee whether or no I deferve to be { 
bafely us’d. 

And now I will leave my Enemies the fhameful Pleafure 
of making fuch unhandfome Reflections on me, and afk 
any reafonable Man who is not prejudic’d again me, and 
who will take the Trouble of weighing what I have ad- 
vane’d, Whether there be the leaft Probability of my ha- 
ving endeavour'd to execute any fuch pernicious Defign, 
at a Time when I expos’d myfelf to che King’s Refentment, 
by oppofing the War which he was undertaking againft the 
Emperor; and with unfhaken Refpect defended che Rea- 
fons of the Holy Father, in Relation to the Auxiliaries in 
the Levant? Buc to fum up all ina Word, I will acknow- 
ledge myfelf guilty, if any one will reconcile thefe two 
Propofitions, to wit, Cardinal Alberont made prefling In- 


‘ftances to have a Squadron fent againft the Turks, and at 


the fame Time form’d a Defign of uniting Spain with the 
Port ; or if they had rather, lec them reconcile thefe, 
Cardinal A/beroni oppos’d a War againft the Emperor fo 
very vigouroufly, that he exafperated his Prince againft 
bim, and at the fame Time would have engag’d the Turks, 
to have made a Diverfion in Hungary.

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4n ANSWER from the Marquefs of ———— to the 
Letter of a Prelate, concerning Cardinal Alberoni. 


My Lord, 

Read your Letter of the 19th of 7u’y paft, with lefs 

Pleafure than Admiration, becaufé I could never have 
expe‘ted ffom your Prudence, that by blending rogether 
Things that have little or no Relation at all with one 
another, and are altogether out of the Purpofe, you 
would have impos’d upon me a harder Penance than my 
Curiofity deferv’d : And I am very forry you fhould have 
taken that Trouble, which you fo much exaggerate, only 
to tire me, and that this Poft you fhould interrupt your 
Correfpondence with the reft of Mankind, in order to vex 
me alone with News which cannot be heard without 
Difguft. 

*Tis true, I defir’d you to do me Hononr to let me 
know how Cardinal Alberoni’s Caufe ftood at Rome, and 
the Opinion of People about the Event*of it 5 bat F 
mever defign’d to afk you who that Cardinal was, for who 
is ignorant of it in the world, except the Romans ? It 
was ftill farther from my Thoughts to afk any Queftions 
about his Genius and Charaéter, for he has fufficiently 
made himfelf known to Mankind. As for me, it is e- 
mough, that I fee his Perfon honour’d with the Purple 
to refpect it, and what I refpeét in him, is more than 
fofficient to honour his Eminence, without putting you, 
my Lord, or any body elfé to the Trouble, to miake 
wrong Portraitures of his Perfon, éndeavouring to fill che 
Picture with Shades, in order to give more Brightnefs to 
the Perfections of the principal'Objeét : That is in plain 
Language, that in order to rendér the Qualities of your 
Cardinal more confpicuous and agreeable, you ftuff your 
vain Apology with Praifes and Expreflions highly injuti- 
ous to Perfons of Merit, to Nations, Kingdoms, and ¢- 
ven Monarchs, to whom chat Cardinal ought to exprefs a 
great and ¢ternaf Obligation, unlefs he is, and defigns 
to be efteem’d the moft ungrateful Wretch in the World : 
Teafily perfuade myfelf, that you are one of his Parti- 
fans, as you exprefé it, ftri€tly united in Affection with 
him, but however, noe in fitch 4 Manner, that there can 
be no Diftinétion, of Perfons, as fome Criticks would 
make us believe, Lecaufe they imagine none but the Gar- 
dinal himfelf was capalile to reveal the great Number of 
Fatts eantain’d in your Letter. Whatever it be, tho” 
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the fame may be attributed to feveral Perfons, yee it is 
plain, you have been the Inftrament to make ic publick, 
and. in fhort, when you was comparing the publick Ad- 
vices with the original Letters and Papers yon mention, 
one cannot fuppofe you was far from the Cabinet of his 
Emineutce : But it is Time to proceed to the‘Capital Ar 
ticles. 

I defign to return you a longer Anfwer than I us’d to 
do, toinform you as a Friend of what you feem to be 
ignorant of;.in Relation to the Conduct of Cardinal A/- 
beroni ,in Spain, and what Spain has heretofore done, and 
does. ftill for him, that you may. be convinc’d, that his 
Eminence has no Reafon to complain of thar Crown, and 
that you are much in the wrong to tax with Ingrati- 
tude a Nation which has fo peculiarly diftinguith’d her 
felf by her Kindnefs and Benefaction to others, And as 
this is my only Defign, and not to difcharge the Office of 
an Attorney and Profecutorin this Caufe, ic isnot for me 
to prove, that that Cardinal was che Author of the Ex- 
pulfion of the Spaniards from Rome, and of a {econd fal- 
ling out between the two Courts. If the Refufal of the 
Bulls for the Archbifhoprick of Seville, was the Occsfion 
of ir, as you fay, Can it be imagin’d, that he who fo 
eagerly foliciced for the fame, and whois fo violence and 
firm,, not to fay obftinate, in every Thing as ‘he is, had 
no Share in a Rupture, at which your Court of Rome was 
fa much provok’d ? Lfhall lefs ftill go about to diftuls, 
whether.it was lawfnl. for that Cardinal co hold Corref- 
pondence wich Ragotski, and chereby indireétly wirh rhe 
Ottoman Port, tho’ it is certain, he fhould have confi- 
der’d, that he was: oblig’d, as Prime Minifter, carefully 
to avoidto give Offence to a Nation which is known 
to be highly nice and tender in this Point. 

I will further own, if you will, thae the Cardinal was 
not the Caufe of the War, and Difturbance of the Tranqnil- 
lity of. Italy ; who, the Spaniards are fully perfwaded, chat 
their King, tho’ juftly provok’d by the Violation of the 
Treaties of Usrrecht, and the feizing and imprifoning the 
Inquifitor-General Molinez ac Milan had been doubrlefs 
pacify’d, if they had reprefented to his Majefty che Im- 
_poflibility of forming and providing with all Neceffuries, 
the numerous Army that wasréquifice for that Enterprize ; 
the Difficulties of: ficting our, without immenfe Expenf=, 
a fufficient Numberiof Ships to tranfpore thofe Forces, and 
of, Men. of War to-proteét them ; The little Reafon chere 
_ was so. hope, that Subjeéts who had been facigu’d and ex- 
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haufted by the Calamities of the late War, could continue 
to bear the Burthen of a newone, and withftand the Weight 
and Efforts of the new Alliance between the Emperor, 
France, and England, by which thofe Powers bound them- 
felves into a mutual and reciprocal Defence, in Cafe ei- 
ther of them was attack’d. Had all thefe Reafons been 
reprefented to his Catholick Majefty, with all the Force 
and Energy, with which the Cardinal was us’d to perfuade 
that Prince to every Thing he pleas’d, they would doubtlefs 
have been ftrong enough to oblige him to fufpend his Re- 
folution, and induce him, according to the Opinion of 
all wife Men, to diffemble his Refentment ’till a more fa- 
vourable Opportunity: But as it is not my Province to 
decide this Matter, I fhall content myfelf to inform you 
of the Truth, of which you feem to be altogether ig- 
norant. 

To render the Conduct of the Cardinal in Spain more ad- 
mirable, you have very much enlarg’d on the Condition 
that Monarchy was in, when his Eminence took the Mini- 
ftry upon himfelf, the Decay and Want of Commerce in 
its Provinces, the Ruin of the publick Edifices, and above 
all, the Male-Adminiftration of the Finances ; and going 
back much further than it was neceflary, you tell us, 
that fecing Charles II, was reduc’'d to fuch a Poverty, 
that one Day he could not go out of his Palace for Want 
of Coachmen, who had been forc’d to take San¢tuary in 
Churches for Want of the Payment of their Wages : But, 
my Lord, is it poffiblethat you fhould credit fuch grofs 
Inventions, and {candalous Forgeries ? All thofe who have 
been Witneffes of the Refpect and Aftection the Grandees 
and the whole People had for that Prince, know very 
well, that if it had been neceffary, all the Courtiers would 
not only have perform’d the Office of Coachmen, but e- 
ven have drawn the Coach themfelves; but you are fo 
credulous, that this grofs Lye is fufficient to draw your 
_ Tears, and make you exclaim, Cof/ache fa Pieta, a Thing 

that excites Pity, which, will doubtlefs make the Spa- 
niards fufficiently laugh at your pretended Compaffion, or 
rather Credulity. 

I own there is not a good OEconomy and Management 
of the Finances ; but this is a Faule infeparable from Ri- 
ches, and one of the Means Providence makes Ufe of, that 
all the World may have a Share thereof; much in the 
fame Manner as Mountains make the Valleys fertile by 
the Rivers which continually fpring from them: For, 
after all, what woukl become of Europe, and ae 
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ftaly our native Country, if Spain grew fparing, and re- 
trench’d her Expences ? The Character of a generous 
Nation, who value nothing but Honour and Glory, 
is togive and part with their Money,, without mind- 
ing trifling Things, as Merchants do. _ The Trade and 
anufactures were at a Stand, when his Eminence 
took, upon’ him the Adminiftration of Affairs; but how 
was it»poffible that they fhould have flourifh’d, after fo 
bloody. and obftinate 2 War? The then Minifters did 
enough in raifing and recruiting Armies, and finding 
Means to pay them, and therefore could not mind feve- 
ral other Things with the Attention they requir’d, where- 
as the Cardinal having had the good Fortune to come into 
the Adminiftration, at the Time that the Nation begun to 
breath and enjoy Peace, had an Opportunity to do what 
wasimpoffible to his Predeceflors ; and therefore his Con- 
duét would have been juftly blam’d, if he had not be- 
gun with an Affair fo important as the Re-eftablifhing of 
Commerce, and Paying the Debts of the Crown. 

This was become fo neceflary, as you dare to aflertir, that 
no Body would truft the Government, no not for Clothes 
for the King’s Ufe, becaufe there was due to one Bouchér, 
a Merchant of Paris, 70000 Piftoles, for what he had fur- 
nifh’d for that Prince; and that the Queen, for Want of 
Coaches, was oblig’d to go walk abroad a Foot, or elfe to 
keep herChamber, Is this; my Lord, a proper Subject to ex- 
cite Compafiion in any Man’s Heart, and even of your Ro- 
man People? or rather, Is it not a laughing Matter, to fee 
you placing’ amongft thé Aétions of a Minifter which 
deferve to be recorded’ to Pofterity, that he paid 7zoooo 
Piftoles to a Merchant, at a Time that he difpos’d at his 
Pleafure: ‘of all the Millions which are produc’d by the 
Income of the Kingdoms of Spain, and the Indies? A 
happy Debt which is affign’d unto the Potozi. But happi- 
er ftill is the Minifter, who can fo eafily begin his Ad- 
miniftration with furnithing a Queen with an Equipage, 
and fupplying a King of Spain with Clothes! This was 
fo greata Service, that that able Minifter was not long 
without receiving the Reward of fo generous an Action, 
feeing he obtain’d a Cardinal’s Cap, which *tis faid coft 
the King infinitely more than his Minifter had paid for 
the Glothes and Coaches. I hope, my Lord, that after 
this, you will not fo eafily believe what comes from be- 
yond Sea,.but remember the Spanith Proverb,’ which fays; 
that da lunghe vie Lunzhe Bugie, that is, that thofe who 
come from diftant Gountries, have an Opportunity to im- 
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pofe upon the World, and are feldom defective in that 
Point. 

‘Now let us examine the Means and Meafures his Emi- 
nence took to hinder rhe Spanifh Monarchy from relap- 
fing into the Inconveniences and Difficulries from which 
he had fo glorioufly refow'd her. He made a great Re- 
duétion in the Forces, and begun. with the King’s 
Guards, upon. Pretence that the Duke of Vendofme,' had 
faid, that they were an unexperienc’d and ufelefs Corpfe. 
All the World knows, however, that thofe Troops gain’d 
at Almanza, and on other Occafions, more Honour than 
ever his Eminence could have done them; and if they 
were become of no Ufe in Madrid, they amigtit have 
been employ’d in the Frontier Places: But toi reduce ve- 
teran Troops at a Time that he was projecting anew 
War; this is, I muft own, a Piece of Politicks, for which 
there are, for ought I know, no Inftances, The new Mi- 
nifter extended his Reduétion even tp the King’s:Houfhold, 
which he bronght fo low, that it fcarce exceeded the 
Number of Servants of a private Gentleman. ‘Thefe are, 
my Lord, infallible Means to amafs an immenfe Trea- 
fure ; but you muft own they little become fo great a 
Monarch as the King of Spain. .If the prefling  Occa- 
fions of the.State yequir’d a Reduction amongf the Con- 
trollers and Treafurers, the fame. fhould have been made 
with Prudence and Difcretion,and not fo violently,as todif- 
mifsin one Day, at Madrid alone, above 350 Perfons, who 
for feveral Years had: ferv’d the Governmenc with Honour, 
and who therefore did not. merit the odious Name of Ufur- 

ers of the King’s Revenue... Their Salaries fhould have 
been reduc’d to one Half, feeing they had no other Way 
to fubfift. They might have been employ’d in the Great 
Treafury, fince. the Cardinal created therein as many 
Places as he kad fupprefs’d in the othew Offices,’ which 
Were given to Perfons without any Experience in ‘thofe 
Affairs. Whenever a Reform is to; be made in the pub- 
lick Adminiftration, a Minifter is to eonfider the Entereft 
of the Publick, and proceed in fuch a Manner, that the 
Subjeis miy have no Caufe to fufpect and miftruft the 
Love of their Prince, nor his Attention to reward their 
Merir and Services. How difficult foever the Praétice of 
this Mixim may be, the Obftacle may be eafily furmoun~ 
ted by a prudence and Chriftian Minifter, Bur after all, 
the King of Spain, who ts beyond Contradiétion, the rich- 
eft Monarch of Chriflendam, was never embarafs'd for the 
Payment of the Salaries of his Servanrs, how large fo- 
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ever they were, becaufe the Money apply’d to that Ser- 
vice being never carry’d out of the Kingdom, returns in- 
to the Treafury to be iffu’d our again, like Rivers, which 
come from the Sea, and returnto it. The frequent Ex- 
haufting of the Kingdom, and the publick Debts have 
been occafion’d by the Torrents of Gold and Silver, which 
continually flow’d from Spain into Flanders, Germany, and 
Italy, ‘for the Prefervation of thefe Provinces, and Sup- 
porting ufelefs Alliances, which were follow’d by the 
immenfe and neceffary Expences the Monarchy was ar, 
to carry on for thirteen Years together, a War in order to 
maintain its lawful Sovereign in his Throne, almoft a- 
gainft all Europe. 

You may after this, if you pleafe, reckon as a great 
Advantage'to the Publick, the Augmentation on the Du- 
ties on Snuff and Tobacco, which was made by the Cardi- 
nal, but you muft be acquainted with the Means he made 
ufe of, and’ then judge of it as you thinkfic. He order’d 
that thofe Duties fhould be rigoroufly exacted ; and in 
order thereto, he plac’d a greater, Number of Guards on 
the Roads than there were Soldiers in the Garrifons, and 
gave them more Power and Liberty, than he ought to 
have given to a vile Crew, who are usd to abufe ir. 
Whenever they met Paffengers, they afk’d for their Snuff- 
Boxes in the fame Manner as Highwaymen bid People to 
deliver their Money, and having taken fome of the Snuff, 
for Form-fake, they immediately declar’d, that it did 
notcome from the King’s Offices, made a verbal Procefs, 
threatning them with Imprifonment, and Confifcation 
of their Eftates, and in fhort us’d chem with fo much 
Barbarity, that they were oblig’d to deliver themfelves 
from that Oppreffion, by giving a Sum of Money to 
thofe Extortioners, Therefore, whofoever wore a Snuff+ 
Box, ‘was oblig’d to provide himfelf with a Certificate, 
that he had bought his Snuff at the King’s Magazine, 
that he might not be plagu’d by thofe Villains, in the 
fame Manner as we are now oblig’d to take a Certificate 
of Health, that we may travel with-Safety. The Care 
dinal daily receiv’d frefh Complaints of thefe Vexations ; 
but inftead of putting a Stop to the fame, he engag’d 
the Council upon no other Proof than the bare Informa- 
tion of thofe Rogues, to banifh from all the Kingdoms.of 
Spain in one Day 50 Clergymen, among{ft whom were fome 
Monks, without having given any Notice of it to theig 
Bifhops and Superiors, and withour heaying them in cheir 
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Lam forry, my Lord, you fhould have forgot to relate, 





this Faét, when you was about to prove the Refpect and 
Veneration that was pay’d tothe Clergy during the Mi- 
niftry of the Cardinal, You might have added to ita 
Decree iffu’d in 1716, whereby $00 Ecclefiafticks of Ca- 
talonia, and éther Provinces were banifh’d at once, with- 
out forgetting that Canon of Cuenca, who was exil’d 
from the whole Monarchy, for having as Commiflary 
for his Church, reprefented in a Memorial, the Reafons 
why the Clergy could not pay to his Majefty the fame 
heavy Taxes they us’d to pay, before the great Lofles 
the Clergy and others had fuftain’d in the late War. Be- 
fides thefe Faéts, you might have related the Cafe of Ca- 
non Mafcarel, a Gentleman recommendable by his Birth 
and Merit, who was depriv’d of his Church of Valencia, 
and forc’d to retire into France, where he died; and all 
this for having incurr’d the Cardinal’s Indignation, be- 
caufe he maintain’d againft the King’s Minifters, fome Im- 
munities pretended by his Church. But without infifting 
on thefe Articles, I fhall proceed toinform you of the 
Means employ’d by his Eminence for augmenting the 

Revenue arifing from the Tax upon Snuff and Tobacco. 
The Price ‘oF it, which was formerly 15 Reals a Pound, 
was provifionally advanc’d to 20, and fomewhbat more, 
towards the Charges of the War ; and the Cardinal order- 
ed that this laft Prite fhould not be alter’d for the future ; 
and’ that his Regulation might be more advantageous 
to the Court, he refolv’d to improve it by Monopoly, 
He fent therefore Orders to the Havana, whereby the In- 
habitants of the Ifland Cubs, which, as all the World 
knows, produces nothing but Tobacco, were forbid to fell 
it to’‘any Body but the King, and at the fame Time put a 
véry low Price upon it. This was not all, for he command- 
ed¢'the Mafters of the Ships defign’d for that Trade, to load 
them with fuch Provifions and other Things in Spaia as 
were moft wanted in that Ifland, which he caus’d to be 
fold to the Inhabitanes at an extravagant Rate, whilft 
they were nat permitted to alter the Price of their Tobac- 
co, infomuch that tHey were forc’d to fell it very cheap, 
and buy the Spanifs Commodities very dear, and fo were 
Lofers both Ways. Are thefe Things, my Lord, Rules of 
a Chriftian CEconomy ? But let us attend the Confequen- 
ces of thefe unheard of Proceedings. Thefe unjuft Vexati- 
oys occafion’d a World of Complaints, which being not 
regarded, the Ifland revolted, and drove away their Go- 
yernour; but atthe fame "Time the Inhabitants gave 
roof 
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of their Fidelity, for amidft the popular Tumult, nothing 
was heard but Long live the King, whilft they curs’d his 
Minifters. To pacify thofe Diforders, it was thought ne- 
ceflary, to fend thither fome regular Troops, but they 
had only ferv’d to irritate more and more tHat injur’d 
People, if the high Price of European Goods had not been 
‘ lower’d at the fame Time. Upon the whole, it may be 
4, faid, That the Spaniards, to whom God has given the Paf- 
feffion of the Iflands which produce the beft Tobacco, pay 
dearer for it than any other Nation, and often have rhe 
worft of it, and yet pay the fix’d Price for it, with- 

out being allow’d any Abatement. 
Let us continue to examine the Adminiftration . of his 
Eminence. I own, and no Body will deny ir, that he 
fettled a new Manufacture of Cloth at Guadalaxara ; bur 
it is as certain on the other hand, that che fame coft much 
more thanthat Eftablifhment requir’d, becaufe thar miftruft- 
ful Minifter would not employ therein any Spaniard thac 
was capable of directing that Manufacture : And no doube 
it would have prov’d more advantageous to the Nation, 
if ic had been united with the old Eftablifhment of thae 
Kind at Segovia; and if they had renew'd the Silk Ma- 
nufaétures, formerly fetcl’d at Toledo, Granada, and Seville, 
in which the Cardinal would have gain’dthe Thanks of 
the King, and his Subjeéts; bur let us proceed to other 
Matters. They had built three Men of War in Catalonia, 
and the Cardinal too hafty to make ufe of rhem, order’d 
three others to be buile at Port Pafage, which are chofe 
the French burnt upon their Entring Bifcay, after having 
carry’d away the Mafts, Sails, and Artillery. The Car- 
dinal had however fufficient Time to command them to 
leave an Harbour, which was expos’dto the Enemy, bur 
every Thing was loft by hisCaprice, or becaufe he ima- 
gin’d that the French Army inftead of committing Hottili- 
{ | ties, would declare in Favour of his Chimerical Fancies ; 
that the King of Sweden after having conquer’d Norway, 
would pafs into Scotland ; and in fine, that the ven Pro- 
vinces would never accede to the Quadruple Alliance. In 
Expectation of fo many Chimeras, of which the Cardi- 
| nal fo pofitively affur’d the Spaniards, they disburs’d im- 
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menfe Sums, and fo paid very dear for the imaginary 
Confidence, or rather Levity of their firft Minifter ; who 
entirely giving up himfelf to remote flattering Hopes, 
ventur’d at one Stroke the remaining Treafureand Repu- 
tation of the Monarchy, and by a rafh and precipicare 
Conduét, brought himfelf to the difmal Neceflicy of ac- 
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cepting Peace upon more difagreeable Conditions than 
Spain was offer’d in the Beginning, before the had loft a- 
ny Troops or Ships, and {pent any Money. 

*Tis true, the Veteran Troops of an oldsr Date than 
the Beginning of the Miniftry of the Cardinal, did fo 
well behave themfelves in Sicily, that in the Opinion of 
a noted Politican, Spaia has never better employ’d her 
Treafure, never made a more advantageous Lofs, becaufe 
of the Honour and Glory her Troops gain’d in this Expe- 
dition, But pray, why would you attribute to your Car- 
dinal the Valour of thofe Troops, which made them tri- 
umph on all Occafions, and force one of the ftrongeft 
Places in Europe to furrender, in Sight of a Fleét which 
every Moment fupply’d the Garrifon with freth Men ? 
Wou fhould have contented your felf to fay, that at the ve- 
ry Time that thofe brave Spaniards ftorm’d that Fortrefs, 
your Martial Cardinal was playing all his Artillery from 
the Efcurial upon France, by che Libels he caus’d to be 
fpread every where, and that he was managing fecret 
Intelligence with the Northern Powers, by Means of 
Count Marini, who had from him confiderable Sums, and 
was hardly out of Spain when he revealed the whole 
Myftery. 

Believe me, my Lord, the Saccefs of the Armament for 
the Expedition of Sicily, is entirely and folely owing 
to the indefatigable Vigilance of Don fofeph Patino, and 
other illuftrious Men of the Spanifh Nation ; and the De- 
feat and Lofs of the Fleet oughe to be folely imputed ta 
the Cardinal, andto no Body elfe, bécaufe after the In- 
formation he had of the Defigns of the Englifh, he did 
not give the neceflary Inftructions to the Admiral, who 
had fo often reprefented to his Eminence, that his Fleet 
was not ftrong enough to venture an Engagement with 
the Englifh, and indeed, who can believe that an experi- 
enc’d Commander, who perfectly knew the Superiority of 
his Enemies, could hive vencur’d to enter into a friendly 
Converfation with the Britifo Admiral, (who it feems 
was referr’d tohim) if he had been order’d to avoid to 
meet the Englifh, and forbid to expofe his Fleet to any 
Danger. °Tis more probable, nay, and even certain, chat 
the Cardinal could not perfuade himfelf, that England 
would entirely break and fall out wich Spain, efpecially 
aftér the Affurances that were given him at the Efcurial 
by Secretary Stanhope, and thie Advices Admiral Byng fent 
him from Cadiz. Upon Account of this fatal Confidence, 
he neglected to give the neceilary orders to the Spanifh 
. Admiral, 
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Admiral, am unpardonable Fault im a Minifter of States 
I do not pretend to fay, That Generals ought to be ac- 
quainted with all the Secrets of the Cabinet of Princes, 
nor have a full Communication of all State Affairs ; but 
becaufe of unforefeen Accidents that may happen, Admi- 
rals ought to be inftruéted, and acquainted with whac 
they are to do, as Occafions fhall offer ; and a Minifter 
ought not to be fo referv’d, as to difappoine or endanger 
an Enteérprize on Account of Secrecy. 

I cannot fuffer that you fhould fpéak with fo much 
Contempt of Admiral Caffagneta, 2 Man of great Chia- 
racter and high Reputation. He ought, however, to be 
pleafed herewith, becaufe it would be certainly a great 
Affront to be commended by an Author who has under- 
taken to fpeak ill of alf honeft Men. You ought, how- 
ever, to have fpar’d, even in your Letter, and the Cardi- 
nal in the Inftructions he gave you to write it, the Repu- 
tation of that Commander, in Confideration of the Glory 
he gain’d by his Valour, in the brave Fight he main- 
tain’d againft his Enemy, tho’ much inferior to them, 
notwithftanding they had got the Weather-Gage of the 
Spaniards, and all other Advantages that proceeded from the 
Divifion that was amongft them. 

But let us leave off thefe Digreffions, and refume Mat- 
ters of Fa&. What you feem to admire moft in the Con- 
du of the Cardinal is, that without increafing che pub- 
lick Taxes, he did fo many Great Things, that gain’d 
him an univerfal Approbation, But that you may not 
impute thofe Wonders to Miracles perform’d by your new 
Sainc, I muft tell you, my Lord, that thofe Troops which 
occafion’d a general Confternation in Italy, the Arma- 
ment for their Tranfportation, and the Money requir’d 
for their Pay, and other Charges, confum’d the Revenue 
of the Years 1715 and 1716, which were wholly em- 
ploy’d in ehat Service, notwicthftanding the great Com- 
plaints of the Creditors of the Crown, and above all, of 
the Confulate of Seville, to whom Warrants were deliver’d 
to receive their Payments in Pérn, Mexico, and other Parts 
of the Indies : But obferve the Candour and Integrity of 
that Minifter ! Secret Orders were fent at the fame Time 
to'the Viceroys and Governors, to hinder the Execution 
of the King’s Mandates, whereby thofe unfortunate Credi- 
tors, after having given Acquittances, were oblig’d at lait 
tobe contented with a Sheet of Paper inftead of Money, 
whiich fheweth chat there are every where Banks and Mi/- 
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fhould not have mention’d, becaufe the French may anfwer, 
He whofe Houfe is cover'd with Glafs, ought not to fling Stones 
upon the Houfes of his Neighbours. ; 

Thofe great Enterprizes were put in Execution, by 
Means of the prodigious Sums which the Sale of Govern- 
ment Emyployments, and Commanderies in the Indies, 
produced ; and so0000 Crowns in Specie, that were in 
the Treafury call’d the Jurcs, with which Don ofeph de 
Alecha was to pay Annuities. The Cardinal order’d in 4- 
pri], 1718, that Money to be carry’d in eight Days to the 
great Treafury of the War, to the great Mortification of 
the Perfons concern’d therein, whom he deceiv’d and 
amus’d with Hopes that the other Funds fhould be fpeedily 
appropriated to their Payment ; but how fincere thofe 
Promifes were, they can tell; for at this very Time, 
which is four Years after, moft of them have not receiv’d 
a Penny. 

Our Cardinal carry’d his CEconomy and Frugality fo 
far, that he retrenched the Sum which their Majefties 
yearly contributed for the Wax-Candles chat were burnt 
before the Images of the Bleffed Virgin. Don’t you think, 
ty Lord, this was a rare Way to engage Heaven on his 
Side? And could he expeét from the Almighty fufficienc 
DireGions to hinder him from Mifcarriages, while he 
ftole from the Altars the Candles which the Chriftians 
mike ufe of in the publick Worfhip of God and his Saints ? 
You might have added thefe Particulars to the Article of 
your Letter, in which you treat of the great Veneration 
your Cardinal always had for the Church. 

We come now to the new Means his Eminence imploy’d 
to fupply the new Expences. He introduc’d very unfea- 
fonably a Gabel into Biftay, and impos’d a Duty upon all 
the Goods of the Growth and Manufaéture of that Coun- 
try; which bold Attempt was highly refented by the 
Inhabitants, who faw themfelves depriv’d at one Stroke 
of all the Privileges and Immunities their Kings had 
granted them, as a Reward for their conftant Fidelity, and 
which were neceflary for the Prefervation of that Coun- 
try, becaufe of its natural Sterility, It. is true, thofe 
Franchifes occafion’d the Running of Goods, which lef 
fen’d the King’s Revenue in Caffille; but this Inconve- 
nience might have been remedy’d without impofing new 
Duties upon the Nation. But how could it be expected 
the Cardinal fhould have any Regard tothe Privileges of 
the Laity ? He who fhew’d not the leaft Concern for the 
Clergy, who were forc’d to pay the fame Duties, though 
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he was told that the Mendicant Fryars had at divers 
Times,: and namely in 1718, obtain’d an Order, by 
which ‘the Council declar’d, they were free from all Ga- 
bels, Tenths, Cuftoms, and other Taxes. It is hoped, my 
Lord, that in the fecond Edition of your Letter, you will 
not forget to add this ‘Particular to the famous Article re- 
lating to the Refpect his Eminence has always preferv’d 
for the Clergy. 

In the next Place, the Cardinal fupprefs’d the Right of 
having Lodgings allow’d, which the Servants of the 
Kings of Spain had always enjoy'd. He apply’d to his 
own Ufe the third Part of the Revenue of Towns and 
Boroughs, and in a moft peculiar Manner the Income of 
the City of Madrid, whofe Inhabitants were almoft ruin’d, 
becaufe he fufpended for a Year and a Half che Payment 
of the Rents or Annuities upon that City, upon this ridi- 
culous Pretence, that the Town was in debe tothe King 
for Arrears of the Tax or Lodgings, for the Honfes that 
had been demolifh’d to make the great Square; tho’ ic is 
undeniable, that thro’ the {p:cial Favour of the King, the 
City of Madrid was not liable to that Tax. But fince we 
are upon this Article, I defire, my Lord, you will confi- 
der a Fat, which is certainly worth your Curiofiry. 
The Cardinal order’d that the Effects or Rents eftablifi’d 
upon Madrid, purchas’d fince the Year 1681, and which 
were at the Rate of 3 per Cent. fhould be reduc’d one 
Half, and the other Half to be apply’d to the King’s Ser- 
vice, alledging no other Reafon to fupport and jultify his 
unreafonable Decree, but that the faid Rents having al- 
moft loft all their Credit fince that Year, they were pur- 
chas’d much under their Value, But without being a Ca- 
fuift, who does not know, that if there was any Manner 
of Solidicy in that Pretence, that Half which the King 
appropriated to himfelf, did not belong to him, bur to 
the unfortunate People, ‘who had been ‘forc’d by a fatal 
Neceflity to fell thofe Annuities at a Price much under 
the original Value. This Maxim did not fuit the Cardi- 
nal’s Defigns, and therefore he praétis’d another, which 
was the Reverfe of it, and directed him to get Money at 
any Rate, for the Execution of the’ miraculous Enter- 
prifes, which you have fo much magnify’d, They were 
very much facilicated by the great Sums arifing from the 
Supply granted by the Clergy in the Year 1717, and rhe 
140000 Ducats advanc’d by the Church of Toledo, to 
which the King granted, as a.Reward for that Service, 
the Refervation of the Duties called furos. His Eminence 
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got, on the other Hand, a vaft Sum, by the pernicious Refo- 
Jution he took to fufpend the Payment of the Debts and 
Rents charg’d upon the confifcated Eftates that fell to the 
Crown, *till the Year 1717. This amounted to a prodi- 
gious Sum, through the Vexations and Enterprifes of Don 
Michael Nugnes de Roxas, and he put off the Creditors to a 
more favourable Time; as if Hunger could be fatisfy’d by 
diftant Hopes. All the World exclaim’d againft thefe un- 
juft Proceedings, but to no Purpofe ; the Cardinal had no 
Ear, but for his Confidents, and their Money-Projeéts, a- 
mongft which I will mention one, which became a rich 
Mint in his Hands, 

He borrow’d feveral Millions of Livres, and affign’d the 
Payment thereof upon the Publick Revenues: He let to 
Farm to others the Taxes and Duties impos’d on the feveral 
Provinces of the Kingdom ; and with this fine Expedient 
he improv’d and augmented the Royal Treafure with feveral 
Millions for each Farm, in which the Farmers took care to 
be no Lofers; for thofe Provinces being furrender’d to 
their Difcretion, they took Care to regulate the Taxes and 
Capitation as they thought convenient for their private 
Incereft, infomuch that the King’s Subjeéts were forced ro 
pay more than ever they had done, every Tax being ad- 
vanc'd one fourth Part above what ic was before chat 
Minifter had contriv’d this rare Expedient. This will 
fhew you, my Lord, how the Cardinal, without laying 
new Impofitions, found Means to inereafe the old Taxes 
to fuch a Degree, that the whole Kingdom felt the Preflure 
of them. Ic is very eafy for the Minifter of an abfolute 
Prince to fill his Mafter’s Coffers, and few are ignorant of 
it ; but certainly it is a moft pernicious Piece of Politicks 

_ to do it by fuch Means as bring along with them the Ruin 
and Deftruction of the People. Ic is as if one brought 
together all the feveral Springs and Rivulets of a Country, 
only to make ’em run with Rapidity through one Channel 
into the Lands of his Neighbours, and render his own 
barren, It appears by che Experience of all Ages, Thac a 
King, whofe Subjects are rich, is richer himfelf, than an- 
other whofe Subjects are poor, and has great Treafures in 
his Coffers. 

After the Cardinal had put all his Projects in Execution, 
Spain found, herfelf under a great Scarcity of Money ; 
the Subjects were fo much exhaufted, that they found it 
impoflible to continue the Payment of Taxes: The Trea- 
fury was not only exhaufted, Lut had contracted Debts 
amouating to. fevera} Millions; and what is more farpei- 
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zing, the Farmers and Collectors were reduced ro great 
Excremities ; for his Eminence, who had nothing buc his 
own Projects in view, compell’d them to advance fuch 
large Sums, that they parted with all their Cath, and had 
the Mortification to fee the Bills of Exchange drawn upon 
them protefted. Thus lofing their Credit, they loft Part 
of their Capital; and the Minifter, upon Pretence of fa- 
vouring fone of them to the Prejudice of others, left 
them all equally in the Lurch, This I am fenfible will 
appear a Sort of Exaggeration ; but for all thar, ic is buc 
the naked Truth, and the Kingdom will long bleed for it. 
All Spaniards know it by a fatal Experience, and Fo- 
reigners are Witnefles of ir. 

While Things were in this Situation, his Eminence fene 
for Father Cafro ; but if ic was with Intention to found 
four Colleges for the Nobility, ic may be faid, chat this 
was very unfeafonable ; and ic would have been much 
more agreeable co the Circumftances of that Time to have 
founded four Hofpitals for the Subfiftence of the Poor ; for 
in thort, Spain had already Colleges and Academies enough, 
tho’ the Troubles and Calamities of the War did not al- 
Jow their Youth to frequent them as formerly, Before I 
conclude this Article, I beg, my Lord, you wil! ferioufly 
weigh what I have had che Honour to tell you, that you 
may the more eafily underftand what Rifque Spain run under 
the Adminiftration of his Eminence. You tell us, that 
the chief Attention of the Minifter was always to recover 
Trade, and make it flourifhing ; but can that End ever be 
attain’d by ruining all Merchants at one Stroke ? Commerce 
and Manufactures are quickned by Money, as the natural 
Body.by the Blood ; and to fend Money out of the Kingdom, 
is actually taking away the Life of Commerce; for what 
Trade cam be carry’d on without Specie? *Tis true, that 
for fupplying this Deficiency, his Eminence offer'd very 
advamtageous Terms to che fews of Leghorn, defigning 
through the Fecundity of {6 honourable a People, to re- 
trieve the Lofs of Commerce, and repeople the Dominions 
of the Monarchy. I cannoc certainly cell whether or no 
the Treaty was concluded, becaufe the Negociation was 
fo fecretly manag’d between the Cardinal and a Rabbi, 
who went co Madrid apon Pretence of foliciting the Pay- 
ment of fame Bills of Exchange, that che Courtiers found 
it impoffible to dive inco chat Myftery ; therefore I will 
hot affirm it, left I fhould offend Truth at the fame Time 
that T endeavour to undeceive you. Iam nor, however, 
farpriz’d at Lntrigues of this Nature, feeing, the Time ot 
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the Miniftry of the Cardinal, of which you talk fo Pe- 
remptorily, was, as well as the: prefent, fruitful in Extra- 
vagancies 3; and. in your Opinion, what other Name can 
be given to the Order given at Madrid to celebrate the 
Birth of Don Carlos, in the fecond Week of Lent, with 
Mafquerades, and other Diverfions of the Carnival. But 
how could thofe mafterly Strokes in Politicks to honour 
the Queen, have made a Noife at the Court of Parma, if 
they had not been attended with fo many Extravagancies, 
even in Relation to the Circumftances of the Times ? 
. But to recurn to our principal Subject: I find you im- 
pute to the Neceflity of War, all the proceeding Calami- 
ties; but, my Lord, how many Opportunities had your 
Gardinal to prevent that War, and even toextinguith it 
immediately after it was kindled ; which he obftinately 
neglected, being deceiv’d by his own chimerical Expe¢ta- 
tions ? ’Tis an egregious Error in a Prince to ruin his own 
Dominions, to run after a Conqueft of feparate and di- 
ftant Provinces, which confequently feem rather to give 
a vain Title, than to ftrengthen the Monarchy ; but 
at laft, what did the Spaniards in that deplorable Circum- 
ftance? They fuffer’d without murmuring, with a Pa- 
tience that exceeds all Imagination ; and notwithftanding 
they were fenfible: this Conduét was the difmal Caufe of 
their utter Ruin, they devoted themfelves with a moft 
refpectful Silence, as glorious Victims of the boundlefs 
Loyalty they owe to their lawful Sovereign. This is 
Matter of Fact, and yet we fee in your Letter that the 
Cardinal complains loudly of Spain, and by your Pen 
charges the whole Nation with Ingratitude, I don’t know 
what to fay or think of the Pretenfions of his Eminence,' 
unlefs he fancies to have Reafon to complain, becaufe they: 
did not erect Statues to his Honour: But the Spaniards de- 
ferve to be excus’d, becaufe they have neither Brafs. nor 
Marble, nor is their Genius turn’d that Way. Their Gravity 
does not fuffer them to tranfmit to Pofterity any other 
Monumenis but thofe of the immortal Glory which their 
heroic Actions deferve ; far different from you Romans, 
who, upon account of the leaft Reparation you make to 
a Wall, caufe your Name and Coat of Arms to be fixed 
therein, with pompous Encomiums; and who grant the 
Honour of a Sepulchral Stone, adorn’d with magnificent 
Infcriptions, to the bare Merit of forging a Spade, or po- 
lifhing a Buckle, 
If the Cardinal fought only to eternize his: Name, he 
has fucceeded very well, for Iam fure the Spanifh — 
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will never ‘forget him. But now I will anfwer the Rea- 
fons:you alledge in the artful Panegyrick you have made 
of. his Conduét. You - tell us inthe firft Place, That he 
has: laid> great’ Obligations upon Spain, for the Privileges 
granred.to the Manufactures of Glafs, fet up by the Care 
of the famous’ Don ’Fohn de Goyaneche 5 but fure, my Lord, 

you little thought of it, when’ you fet off as a great Ser- 
vice a Tranfaction fo very inconfiderable, in a Letter de- 
fign’d to vindicate his Conduét, and to give us a magnifi- 
cent Idea of the great Parts of: that Minifter, who has 
been the fupream Arbiter and Difpofer of all the Interefts 

of fo vaft a Monarchy, unlefs‘ you: fuppofe that his Emi- 
nence found a great Reluctancy in his Heart, even to grant 
that Trifle. 

You tell us afterwards, That your Minifter did the Spa- 
niards a confiderable Piece of Service, in advifing and 
perfwading the Duke of Vendofme to march into Spain, 
after the Battle of Saragoff4. This is defigned to let the 
World know, no matter at what Rate, thac his Eminence 
had ‘the Rank of a Counfellor in the Houfhold of rhac 
Prince ; but there was a very different Report of ic when 
F was in Spain: But let us not infift on difadvantageous 
Rumours, and fay, that the wife Conduét of that famous 
General was of great Service, to recover the Spaniards 
from their Confternation, but that was not enough to re- 
eftablith their Affairs. The new Army that was form’d 
in fo fhort a Time, was an Effect of the Care and Dili- 
gence of the Count @’ Aguilar, and the Officers under him ; 
and the Defeat of the Enemy, which happen’d foon after, 
ought only to be attributed to the Valour of the Spaniards, 
who generonfly facrific’d their Lives for their King and 
Country, The Siege and Storm of the Caftle of Cardona, 
both undertaken againft the Opinion of that Count, rakes 
off almoft all the Force of your Argument. The Cardinal 
will readily apprehend my Meaning, if you afk it of him 
in your fecret Conferences. 

Let us examine now, whether that Minifter had Rea- 
fon to expect any Acknowledgement from the Spaniards, 
for having reftrain’d all the Commerce to the Indies to the 
Town of Cadiz alone. To fhew that this Refolution was 
not agreeable to the Kingdom, it will be enough to 
obferve, thar it abolifh’d the Confulate of Seville, and 
ruin’d that famous City, which did not deferve to be fo 
feverely us’d, after the great Services the State had re- 
ceiv’d from its Inhabitants in the moft prefling Occafions. 
= Refolution occafion’d irrecoverable Lofles to the Sek, 
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lick, by abandoning to the Inconftancy of the Sea, all 
the Treafures of the Indies, and expofing them to Counter- 
band, and the Rapacity of Foreigners, 

I own, that nothing was more proper than to place all 
the Councils and Tribunals in the Palace of Uzeda, tho” 
it is dangerous to put in the fame Place the feveral Offices 
that concern the Publick Accounts, becaufe of Fire, and 
other Accidents ; but if that Minifter’s Conduét is com- 
mendable in that Refpeét, it is far from being fo, in Re- 
lation to the Duke d’Uzeda, to whom he would not pay 
the Rent of his Palace, tho’ he knew he extreamly want- 
ed it, and that ic was Independant of the forfeited E- 
ftates. 

The Cardinal cannot expect any great Gratitude from 
the Spaniards for his Diligence and Difpatch in the publick 
Affairs, fiuce the Application of the Minifter is an in- 
difpenfible Duty of his Place. The Truft the Prince re- 
pofes in him demands ic; and as his Catholick Majefty 
had an entire Confidence in his firft Minifter, the Cardi- 
nal was on his Part indifpenfibly oblig’d perpetually to 
watch for his Intereft ; therefore we are told, that he was 
fo exact in this Article, that a Perfon of Quality faid, He 
would rather be a Slave in Algiers, than be Cardinal 4l- 
beroni in Spain. I know the Cardinal thinks” otherwife, 
and you ought to fufpec this hyperbolical Flaerery. Pity 
the poor Slaves at Algiers, and mot a Prime Minifter ; for 
the Chains of one who governs a whole Monarchy, are 
very pleafant, and the bewitching Ambition of comman- 
ding, renders the greateft and longeft Fatigues agreeable. 
If thofe Chains were fo heavy to your Cardinal, he ought 
rather co exprefs his Gratitude than any Ill-Will to thofe 
who eas’d him of them. 

To make the World believe that Merit was the only 
Recommendation with his Eminence, you tell us, That 
he beftow’d the Government of Perw upon the Archbifhop 
of La Plata, and the Government of New-Mexice to the 
Count de Villa Longa. Sure ic was but rarely that Em- 
ployments of this Nature were given to Spaniards, feeing 
we here but of two that obtain’d any, and even they 
muft be fought after in the new World, as if there was 
none in this. 

But to proceed farther: You induftrioufly magnify the 
extream Charity of the Cardinal for the poor Orphans that 
the late Queen Marie Louifa of glorious Memory, had fa- 
vour’d with her Protection : Wherenpom you tell us, That 
having Leen inform’d of their Wants by their Confeflor, 
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he went to vific them, reliev’d them, and gave them 
more convenient Lodgings in the Palace of Monterey, up- 
on no other motive than a generous Charity. Iam now, 
my Lord, oblig’d to own that you have Reafon to tax 
Spain with Ingratitude: You might have added, that the 
Spaniards were very imprudent to drive away from his 
Poft a Minifter, who made it his chief BufinefS to relieve 
poor Gentlewomen and give them Portions to marry 
them; but God will reward him for thefe good A<tions, 
unlefs ic be true that a Guardian, who makes ufe of his 
Pupil’s Eftate to maintain him, does not in that Refpect 
exercife Charity but Juftice. The force of this Expreflion 
is eafily underftood; but to {peak in general, Pray whac 
were the Spaniards at that time, but the Cardinal’s Pupils ? 
Was their Revenue in better Hands than Guardians are 
commonly fuppos’d to be? His Charity is commendable, 
T own it, but not fo much as you reprefent ic. His Emi- 
nence never gave lefs than a Julie (a certain Piece of Mo- 
ney) to every Poor he met in his Way, and how many 
Pieces do you believe he gave every Day? How many 
Poor could weekly have Accefs to his Eminence? He was 
rarely to be {poke with at his own Palace, and Beggars 
Were not allow’d to go into the fame. He went our and 
came in with fo much Hafte, that the Courtiers had {carce 
time to {peak a Word to him as he ftept in or out of his 
Coach, If the Cardinal did not beftow his Alms but to the 
Poor, who begged his Afliftance, to whom did he give ic 
then, fince there was no Accefs.to his Perfon? Buc fuppofe 
whatever you fay thereupon is true, Things of this Na- 
ture ought to be buried in Silence, inftead of being made 





_publick in News-Papers: For in fhort, is it an Exceft of 


Charity in a Man, who has at his Difpofal all che Reve- 
nues of a great Monarchy, to give to the Poor above 20 
Fulios a-day ? If this Minifter relieved privately Perfons in 
Want, he did nothing buc what the Gofpel requires, and 
thofe Perfons:could not without Ingratitude conceal what 
he.had done in their Favour: And yet we never heard bue 
of one who has revealed his Charity, tho’ it is evident he 
has ruin’d and reduced a World of People to Mendiciry. 
I lay no great ftrefs upon the Rumours of a difaffected Peo- 
ple, becaufe I am fatisfy’d Refentment is more common 
and noify than Gratitude; and to fhew you thac I love 
Truth, 1 will publith a Favour beftow’d by his Eminence 
upon feveral Inhabitants of Madrid. They enjoy'd as a 
Reward for Services acknowledg’d by the Crown, certain 
Annuities for Life, which were diftributed inco fix Clafles, 
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but had not been paid for fevera! Years becaufe of the 
War: Our Cardinal, always intent to procure the Eafe of 
the People, order’d that 200000 Crowns being Part of the 
Product of the Tax upon. ftampt Papers, fhould be yearly 
appropriated towards paying thofe Annuities, without any 
undue Preference, and accordingly Warrants were iffued in 
Favour of the Proprietors of thofe Annuities, but at the 
fame time the Treafury never paid any, becaufe as I have 
obferved it, there are every where Bank Bills; and in the 
Regeney of the Cardinal, Spain did not want Projects and 
Schemes like thofe of Mr. Law. (The Writer of this Let- 
ter means the Bank Bills in France which were good for 
Nothing.) But notwithftanding all this, that Decree, tho’ 
ineffectual, deferved fome Gratitude, and from this you 
may fee, that I am not fo far blinded by my Refentment 
as not to fee the little Good the Cardinal did in Spain. 
‘Iam glad to do Juftice to all Mankind, and therefore I 
cannot bear that in Order to render Spain odious, and ex- 
cite your Readers Compaffion in Favour of Cardinal Albe- 
ronz, you fhould advance that le has been deprived of e- 
very Thing, after having ferved without any Regard to 
his private Intereft. But pray what has he been deprived 
of? Slanderers might infinuate that his Eminence carried 
aWay more than was his own, and to prove it, would tell 
you of certain Jewels and rich Furniture that had been 
confifcated, which appears by a Lift delivered by Don 
Michael Nugnez to Secretary Duran. I am willing to, be- 
lieve that this is a Calumny contrived by the incenfed 
People, out of their Hatred for the difgraced Minifter. 
But pray compare the Equipage he had upon his firft Ar- 
rival at Madrid, which he eafily carried behind his back 
‘on a Mule, with the Equipage he had upon his fetting 
out for Ita/y. As foon as he had received Orders to retire, 
feveral Joyners were employed to prepare his Trunks, ,and 
during the whole twelve Days that were allowed him to 
Continue at Madrid, People were employed to fill them up, 
fome publickly, and fome in private. As foon as they 
Were made ready, they were fent away under a Guard of 
the Troops of the Houthold, to hinder the Mob from fall- 
ing upon the fame. Thefe Trunks were carried to Alicaat, 
where ’ris true they were opened and fearch’d, but it was 
only for a certain Paper which he ought not to have car- 
tied away, and as foon as the Governour had made that 
Search in Prefence of Witnefles, the Trunks were releafed, 
fhipped off, and fent away. Gould the King give ftronger 
Proofs of his Favour and Clemency, and is it not to be 
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wondied at, that ‘a Minifter who had ia his Pofl-ffion all 
the important Papers of the Monarchy, and who had had 
thé Difpofal of fo many Millions, fhould be fuffered co de- 
part the Kingdom without giving an Account of his Ad- 
miniftration, and without examining whether the im- 
menfe Sums which the Treafyrers had paid by his Orders, 
though in the King’s Name, had been appropriated to the 
Ufes his Majefty had defigned them for? Nothing like this 
was done ; but on the contrary, the King out of an Excel 
of Goodnefs contented himfelf to fignify to him by Don 
Michael Duran, to deliver up all the Writings or Papers he 
had in his Difpofition, belonging to the Cabinets of the 
Offices of the Secretaries of State; yet the Cardinal with- 
ttood all thefe Proofs of Moderation, and the Senfe of the 
numberlefs Favours he had received, which gave Occafion 
to the Search that was made in which they found feveral 
Things which did not belong to him, and could no ways 
ferve for his Juftification. . It was this Perquificion made 
according to all the Formalities of Law, which furnifhed 
the Cardinal’s Friends, and others interefted in his Forcune, 
with a favourable Pretence to fay as you do, that his Ef- 
feéts had been feized by the King’s Orders, But pray, my 
Lord, what are the Effects you {peak of ? Do you mean his 
Trunks and Coffers filled up at Madrid, which arrived fafe 
at Alicant. and were afterwards embarked? The greateft 
Part of them are already arrived at Rome; and that you 
may be entirely undeceived, I hope that as foon as this 
Affair is adjufted, you may fee in his Eminence’s Palace 
certain Trifles, which Spaiz, who is fo ungrateful in your 
Opinion, has given him; and I know, upon my certain 
Knowledge, that that Prefenc is at leaft one hundred for 
one, which according to the Promifes of the Gofpel is the 
temporal, Reward of cthofe frlios the Cardinal gave to che 
Poor,’ and which you lay fo much ftrefs upon. (A 7u‘io 
is a Coin at Rome and Italy, worth about five-pence, fo call- 
ed from_ the Popes who have taken upon them the Name 
of Julius.) Iam afhamed to talk of chefe Trifles, buc to 
make you fenfible by the Way, that the Spaniards are not 
fo ungrateful as you reprefent chem, I {hall cell you, thac 
the Money arifing out of the Sale that was made of che 





Wine and Chocolate belonging to the Cardinal at his De- 
parture, was more ‘than fufficient to defray the Expences 
of his Journey, and had. he continued fifteen Days longer 
at Madrid, he would have received by the Poft a Billi of 
4000 Piftoles, with which a Friend wifhed him a merry 
Chriftmas, which Sum was paid by the King’s Orders to 
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the Government of Madrid to be employed for the Benefit 
of the Publick. 

Notwithftanding what I have faid, I am highly per- 
{waded of the Difintereftednefs of his Eminence, becaufe I 
never gave Credit to a Report faid to have been fpread at 
Madrid, and other Parts by Secretary Stanhope, that in the 
Accounts delivered to the Parliament of Great Britain by 
the Company concerned in the Commerce of the Indies, 
(he means the South-S:a) there was a Sum of 60000 Piftoles 
given to the Cardinal in Confideration of the new Ad- 
vantages he procured to them in the Contraét of the Affi- 
ento in the Year 1715. I will likewife believe that the 
$0000 ‘Piftoles which were found after his Departure in 
the Bank of his Confidents Pitri and Seminati, were either 
defigned for fome fecret Expedition, or to pay the Spies 
he had fent abroad to inform him of the proper Time to 
fend out a Fleet of Egg-Shells to difturb the Englifh Fifhery. 
As to the Pafture-Grounds of Truxillo which he begg’d of 
the King as foon as that Town had yielded them for 
80000 Ducats, and which were granted him in full Pro- 
perty in Ofober 1719; Lam inclined to believe his Emi- 
nence defigned to give them to fome religious Commonal- 
ty. I believe likewife that he defigned to employ the 
Revenue of the Archbifhoprick of Terragona for fupporting 
the poor Orphans of the Palace of Monterey, and if he ac- 
cepted rhe Bifhoprick of Malaga and the Archbifhoprick of 
Seville it was only becaufe he had made no Manner of In- 
tereft to obtain thefe rich Benefices, and would have the 
Satisfaction to diftribute thofe immenfe Revenues to the 
Poor, I will fay farther, that tho’ it cannot be denied 
that he was exceedingly mortified at the Refufal of his 
Bulls for the Archbifhoprick of Seville, and that to re- 
venge himfelf he embroiled the two Courts, yet he had no 
ways his private Intereft in Viewin this Quarrel, but 
only the Rights of the King which he held fo facred, that 
he would not fuffer the leaft Incroachment thereupon du- 
ring his Miniftry, The great Difintereftednefs of your 
Minifter will alfo pioufly induce me to believe, that he 
gave che Viceroyalry of Pers to the Marquis Valero, a Per- 
gon of an uncommon Merit, without any felfifh Views 
as you aflure it. I congratulate you upon your upright 
Intentions, but I dare fay, the Spaniards will laugh at it, 
and chiefly when they will fee in your Epiftle, That in 
order to prove that ic is the Cuftom of the Spaniards to 
be ungrateful and inconftant towards their Minifters and 
Benefactors, you bring in, as Inftances of Truth, Cardinal 
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Portocarero, the Marquefs de Rivas, the Duke de Montellano, 
Father d’Aubenton, the Cardinal d’Effrees, and his Ne- 
phew, Father Robinet, che Princefs Urfini, the unfortunate 
Locadia, a French Phyfician, Orry, Bergeyck, the Archbi- 
fhop of Taboada, the Duke de Noailles, and the zealous 
Don Francifco Ronquillo; but I will thew you, my Lord, 
that you can draw no Advantage from this long Enume- 
ration. If Cardinal Portocarero and the Marquefs de Rivas 
gave themfelves any Trouble to preferve in the T-ftamene 
of the late King, the Succeflion of the Crown to thofe ic 
lawfully belong’d, were they not well rewarded for their 
Pains? The Marquefs had a new Title, and was made 
a Member of the Council of Caftille, and of the Chamber 
of the Indies, and the Cardinal had the Promife of the 
firft Viceroyalry that fhould happen to be vacane, for his 
Nephew the Count de Palma, who became thereby Viceroy 
of Catalonia, and had for five Years together the greatelt 
Share in the Adminiftration of the Governinent, info- 
much that he was trufted with the moft important Af 
fairs, to the great Diflatisfaction of the Grandees. If the 
Dead could be call’d as Evidences, I would produce the 
Admirante of Caffille, but you may read the Lecter he 
wrote from Portugal to the Queen Marie Louifa, in which 
he openly complains of the too great Authority that had 
been given to the Cardinal in the Adminiftration. The 
King has continually heap’d his Favours on the Duke de 
Montellino, in Confideration of the great Zeal he had ex- 
prefs'd for his Service. He made him a Grandee, and 
conctinu’d him the Dignity of Counfellor of the Cabi- 
net Council, till his Indifpofition made it impoffible for 
him to attend any longer in the Funétions of thar Place. 
The Cardinal d’Effrees and his Nephew took a Journey to 
Madrid, by Order of the Moft Chriftian King their Matter, 
and continu’d there, till they were recall’d. As to the 
Duke de Noailles, he commanded the Army in Row/fillon, 
and after having done his Duty, return’d to Paris. How 
can you conclude from thefe Faéts, that the Spaniards 
are ungrateful cowards their Benefactors, and inconftant 

towards their Minifters ? 

But let us proceed further : This is the Cream of the 
Jeft : Who turn’d out the Archbifhop of Taboada from his 
Place of Prefident of Caffille; was not this che Work of 
your Cardinal alone? All the World knows that this was 
an Effeét of the little Confidence the Cardinal plac’d in 
that Prelate, ever fince he voted in Council againft the 
Naturalization requefted by his Eminence, to enable him 
to 
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to enjoy Penfions and Benefices in Czffille, according to 
the Laws of that Kingdom, Who’ was’ the Caufe of the 
Difgrace of Locadia, but the Cardinal: alone ? ‘Who ‘pro- 
cur’d the Difmiflion of the French Phyfician, but that Pre- 
late ? And who in Madrid can be ignorant of the Artifi- 
ces that were ufed to effect it ? The Caufe of the Exile or 
Removal of Father Robinet, Orry, and Bergeyck, are as well 
known, and the Cardinal, who knows very well that no 
Spaniard had a Hand therein, can never clear himfelf of 
thofe Faéts which you object againft Spain as unpardona- 
ble Crimes. The King did noc difmifs Father D’ Aubenton, 
nor no Body wifh’d his Retreat, which that Father defir’d 
himfelf, upon fome Motives chat are not altogether un- 
known, which there is no need to take Notice of in this 
Place. 

The Princefs Urfini fell into Difgrace; but all the 
World knows the King knew nothing of it till che Plot was 
executed. She is now at Rome, and may tell you what 
the thinks of the Cardinal, who alone manag’d that Af- 
fair in all its Circumftances. You may enquire of other 
Perfons, who were Eye-Witnefles of thefe Tranfactions, 
and they will tell you, That no Abbot was feen at the 
Queen’s Feet, to obtain the Refpite of the Execution of 
that Refolution, till the’ Day following, as you would 
make us believe. The zealous Don Francifco Ronquillo, in 
lofing the Prefidentfhip of the Council, did not lofe the 
King’s Favour, but incurr’d the Difpleafure of the Cardinal, 
who, after the Year 1717, refufed to pay him the Penfion of 
12000 Ducats his Majefty had granted him, in Confidera- 
tion of his great Services. It was in vain he prefented 
teveral Petitions, he could never be heard, and he was in- 
cluded in the rigorous Decree publifh’d about that Time, 
for fupprefling all Penfions granted to reformed Officers. 
*Tis certain, that the King could never have fuffer’d. that 
Injuftice, if he had been rightly inform’d of it; and 
that it ought folely and entirely to be charg’d upon the 
Minifter, who arbitrarily difpos’d of every Thing, and 
not on the Spanifo Nation, I think this fufficient to con- 
Vince you, that you had no Manner of Reafon to accufe 
the Spaniards of Inconftancy, and that the Inftances you 
have brought prove quite the contrary. Cardinal A/beront 
was the only Caufe of the Downfall of feveral Perfons 
of Note, and you prerend to conclude from thence, that 
the Spaniards are ungrateful. A fine Confequence indeed! 
For my Part, I could never have fancy’d that a Roman 
Prelate could be fo bad a Logician, and that one who by 
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the Duty.of his Place, is obliged to give his Vote in feve- 
ral Affairs depending before the Tribunal, of which he is 

a Member, would ‘alledge, to proye and juftify his Opi- 
Hion, fome , Reafons which entirely overthrow the 

ame, 

' Let us now proceed to the Capital Article, which was, 
the Removal and Difmiffion of the Cardinal. You are 
pleafed to own, that the firft Caufe thereof, was the Um- 
brage he gave to Foreign Princes, by his great Talents, 
and his indefatigable Application for rendring Spaiz che 
moft flourithing State of Europe, as he ufed to exprefs 
himfelf, when faffering himfelf to be carry’d away by a 
profperous Gale, he‘let his deluded Fancy ramble abour. 
If it be true, as you tell us, that. my Lord Peterborough 
charg’d in Italy the Mine that was.afterwards fprung at 
Madrid’; and if it be true, as you -afiure, us, that the Jte- 
hans fet it on Fire by a Hand known to all the World ; 
why do, you impute his Downfal tothe Inconftancy of 
the Court of Spain, and the Ingratitude of the Spaniards 2 
You will perhaps pretend that they deferve that Charge, 
becaufe that prudent Nation did not think fic to engage in 
the Defence of this: Minifter, after having fo long groan’d 
under him : But after. ail *tis the, Cardinal himfelf who 
had pronounc’d his Sentence, fince h¢e.has often publickly 
declar’d, That the Spanjards were to ereét him a Statue in 
café “he fucceeded, ora wooden Pile to;burn him if he 
mifcarry’d. You muft therefore qww,, that, che Spaniends 
Were very merciful, in not executing, the Sentence be had 
paid upon himfelf, Believe me, my Lord,,ic was enough 
for and injur'd and opprefs’d People to keep a refpedtink 
Silence, and to convince you of that Truh, I will give 
you a ihort Account of. what the Spaniards: beheld wich 
their Eyes, fince the Year 1715, and.if you take the 
Trouble to read it with Atgention, you will be obliged to 
acknowledge the Fidelity and Refpect of. that illuftrions 
wea for their Soversign in the Perfon.of his Mini- 

a... 

They daw firft, of all with Surprize, the Dignity of 
Prime Minifter given to an Abbor of che Retinue of the 
Duke of Vendofme, without .heing fo much as his Chap- 
lain, and a Foreigner made fupream Arbiter of a vat 
Monarcby,: A Perfon fo. little known in the World, thar 
the Spamards had never known that he was a Prieft, if 
he had-not been made a Bifliop. They faw, that as foon 
as he had. feiz’d upon the Government, he abolifh’d the 
Council of the Cabinet, and chat of State, and meet 
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from the King’s Perfon all the Spaniards who had merited 
the Honour of his Majefty’s Confidence, which was foon 
follow’d by a Reform of all Sorts of Officers both Civil 
and Military, as it has been already obferv’d. Spain faw 
the wife Decrees and Refolutions of her ancient Councils, 
and namely, that of Cafille, flighted and expos’d to Cen- 
fares; and a greater Confidence plac’d ina fingle Man, 
who had not had Jadgment enough to regulate his own 
Conduét, than in the Sentiment of fo many wife Coun- 
fellors, who fill’d the firft Places in the feveral Tribunals. 
The Spaniards beheld feveral Grandees exil’d the Kingdom, 
as the Dukes de Villena and Naxera; others confin’d in 
Dungeons, as Veraguas in the Caftle of Alicant, and others 
threaten’d with the Confifcation of their Eftates, upon 
chimerical Pretences of certain Debts to the Crown, call’d 
in Spain Lanzas, which had been remitted ani forgiven by 
their ancient Kings above a Thoufand Years ago : They faw 
the King’s faithful Servants remov’d from the Palace, be- 
caufe the Cardinal would not fuffer any Body to approach. 
his Majefty : They faw the King and Queen's Honfhold 
reduc’d, upon Pretence of CEconomy, to the Foot of Gen- 
tlemens Houfes: They faw a War declar’d, for the Con-. 
queft of the Italian Provinces, without confulting whether 
it was likely to fucceed : They faw a numerous but.weak 
Fleet fail from their Harbours, with the choice Veteran 
Troops, that made all‘the Strength of the Kingdom, and 
which confequently were in great Danger of being made 
a Sacrifice, if their Valour had not made them triumph 
in the Middle of the Dangers they were expofed to by the 
Temerity of the Cardinal : They faw immenfe Treafures 
extorted from the People, fent out of the Kingdom : They 
faw another Fleet with the reft of the Troops fail from 
Cadiz for the North Sea, in 4 moft dangerous Seafon, 
contrary to the Sentiment of Admiral Guevara, which, 
for the greateft Part, perifh’d in Storms: They faw about 
the fame Time 200 Spaniards fail from the Ports of Bifcay, 
with a great Quantity of Arms and Ammunition, to 
alarm the Coafts of Great Britain, upon a foolifh Prefump- 
tion, that the Fleet from Cadiz would arrive there at the 
fame Time, the Cardinal flattering himfelf that like Nep- 
tune he might rule the Sea with his Trident. 

Thefe are Adventures truly worthy Don Quixote; but 
the Aétions of Admiral Caffagneta do no ways deferve 
that Character, 

This is not all, my Lord, the Spaniards faw the French 
taking by Force the Places of Bifcay, which made little 
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Refiftance, and their Ships burnt in their Harbours with- 
out any Oppofition, They faw their King in Navarre, 
expofed ‘by the Delufion of a charming Dream, to the 





. Mortification of feeing an important Place taken in his 


Sight, without ‘being able to relieve it. The Spaniards 
were afferwards inform’d that their King was dangeroufly 
fick within fome Leagues‘of Madrid; that the Grindees 
and ochers were not permitted to fee him, and were ever 
deny’d the Confolation to be told that he was upon the 
Recovery ; and which was ftill more furprizing, they 
faw that no publick Prayers were put up for the Re-efta- 
blithment of his Health, which was a great Scandal toa 
Nation that has been always diftinguifh’d by their Piety. 
In a Word, you can fcarce imagine any Extravagance 
that was not put in Practice, nor any Calamity that did 
not befal the Spaniards during that Time. They faw no- 


thing ‘about them but Precipices: All their Enterprizes 


smifcarry’d, becaufe it evidently appear’d that they made 
Ufe of Means that either were not fufficient, or elfe were 
vifibly contrary to the End they feemed to propofé to 
themfélves. To conclude, Things were manag’d wich fo 


‘much Diforder. and Confufion, that feveral great Politi- 


cians:were perfwaded the Enemies of Spain had procur'd 
the Advancement of that Minifter, in order to deftroy 
‘the Monarchy, under the fpecious Pretence of rendering 
it the moft flourifhing State in the World. This was the 
unfortunate Condition to which Spaiz was reduced. 
Every:Thing was in Confufion, and the People over-tax’d, 
‘and overwhelm’d in Mifery ; and the whole Nation was 


-irrecoverably loft, if God, who has always been merciful 


‘to them, :becaufe-of their Piety, and the Purity of their 
Faith, had not bleffed them with plentiful Harvetts. 

Such was then’ thé Difpofition of Affairs in Spain, and 
People were amazéd to fee Gold and Silver yanifh’d away 


‘from a Court, which in two Years Time, after a long 


and expenfive War, had fo well re-eftablith’d their Affairs, 
that nothing was more common than Money. “Tis cer- 
tain, that in the Year 1716, the Publick Credit was flou- 
rifhing; and there was Plenty of Money; whereas three 
Years after, theré was fuch a Scarcity of Coin, thar there 
was fcarce one Piftole to be feen, notwithftanding the 
Exchange was exceffively high, at the very Time chat the 
Prime Minifter, like the God in the Fable, pour’d plenti- 
ful Rains of Gold upon foreign Countries, and in a parti- 
cular-Manner upon our own, where, fince that Time, we 
have {een adthing but Spanifo Coin. But what were the 
it Pp Spaniards 
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Spaniards doing in this Extremity ? Martyrs of their Fide- 
lity, they fuffer'd every Thing witb Conftancy, becaufe 
all chefe Proceedings were colour’d over with the King’s 
Name. 

The Cardinal fet out at laft, and all the Grandees and 
other Pesfons of Diftin&tion made him Vifits, as you have 
obferv’d, not out of a Senfe of any Obligation they were 
under, feeing he had difoblig’d moft of them, but only 
becanfe that Nation is fo generous, that whatever Inju- 
ftice they may have receiv’d, they forgive it, and even 
favour the Offenders as foon as they fee them in a State of 
‘Humility. What Reafon therefore have you to charge 
them with Want of Gratitude for the Memory of the 
Cardinal ? All the Spaniards in Italy talk of his Eminency 
with a profound Refpect, becaufe they are fo jealous of 
the Reputation of their Nation, that they think’ it a 
Difgrace to fee thofe who have govern’d them, flighted ; 
and retain a fingular Efteem for thofe who have liv’d in 
their Country, which Truth I know by my own Expe- 
rience, Alter therefore your-Sentiments, and offer no 
more impertinent Apologies, which may entirely ruin 
the Affair of your Hero, efpecially if you continue to 
complain of that Part of the Nation, which by Contempt 
you call inconfiderable, and yet has at this Day the Ad- 
miniftration of the Government. This Reafon obliges 
me to cautian you to forbear for the future thofe provo- 
king Epithets of Tyrannical, Unjuft, Ambitious, and the 
like ; unlefs you are refolv'd to-infule them, and thereby 
give a new Turn to the Fortune of your difgraced Mini- 
fter. Your Pen, my Lord, takes too much Liberty, -fee- 
ing with the fame Stroke you wound in a moft cruel 
Manner, the Miniftry of Vienna. 

To what Purpofe do you threaten us, that other Princes 
will offer him advantageous Conditions? Let him go 
whicher he pleafes, the Spaniards will not trouble their 
Heads about it, and before-hand-I congratulate the Prince, 
who fhall have that good Luck. The Spaniards neither 
fear his Abilities, nor the Menaces of any Power ‘whatfo- 
ever. If you defign to fright us, becaufe of the Secrets 
your Cardinal may divulge, whenever he becomes the 
Minifter of any Power jealous, of Spain, the Advice you 
give us is very ufelefs, becaufe alk the Secrets he was truft- 
ed with, have been long ago -reveal’d to all the World, 
This new Proof ‘his Eminence’s Gratitude will not fur- 
prife his Catholick Majefty, who is certainly inform’d, 
that the Cardinal was no {poner aut of his Kingdom, than, 
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in. Order:to-#econcile himfelf to a certain great Many 
whom he -had highly offended during his Miniftry, he 
offer’d to difcover to him all the Myfteries of Stare, an 
Aétion which, I am fure, does not agree with the Cha- 
ra@er of ‘an honeft Man. Thé beft Advice, my Lord, I 
can give you is, to keep Silence ; Time and Pradence 
alone.can appeafe this Scorm, efpecially at your Court of 
Rome, where Indulgences are fo cheap. 

This is; my Lord, what I thought fit to impart to you 
at this Time, and that will be fufficient to undeceive you ; 
but if ic fhould prove otherwife, I promife to fend ta 
you in Print certain fecret Advices of curious Paflages, 
that are come to the Knowledge of few People, and of 
which I was inform’d at Madrid from a very good Hand. 
And becaufe it is not reafonable to talk fincerely with 
People who will not be convinc’d by Truth, it comes 
into my Mind to dedicate unco you the Hiftory of the 
New Don Quixote of Spain, which is printing at Lyons, in 
which you will fee a Parallel -betweeri the Adventures of 
thae Cardinal, and thofe of that famous Knight, the Glo- 
ry of La Mancha. 

Pray excufe.the Length of this Anfwer: But as td me; 
I.thould think the Pains I have taken to write it, fhffi- 
ciently rewarded, if I could flatter myfelf, that ic will 
perfwade. you of two material: Truths, firft, That I wifh 
your Cardinal all’ manner of Profpérity ; and that the 
Court.of Adédrid will grant him the Penfion he defires, 
tho’ I hear -he has little Occafion for it, our Bankers ha- 
ving engag’d that he will live honourably at Rome. One 
may likewife believe, that our Republick (Geno) has gi« 
ven by Way of Hofpitality; the neceffary Funds for thac 
pious Work. The next Thing I with is, that you may be 
fully perfwaded, that Spain fuffer’d very much during ché 
Miniftry of Cardinal Alberoni, whofe Conduct could noc 
be more repugnant to the true Intereft of thac Monarchy, 
and chat. che Faults or Miftakes of his Eminence weré 
more than. fufficient to oblige the Court co difmifs him. 

Before I conclude, I will tell you a Story of a certain 
Lay-Brother of Sc.

Were 
it not for accafional Pieces of this Nature, rhe prefene 
Age would be in the Dark, and Pofterity but ill inform’d’ 
in the true Springs of the Actions of thefe Times; fot which 
Reafon chey ought to be carefully preferv’d, and therefore 
merit a Place in this Collection.

T HE Ottoman Porte having the laft Spring made great : 
Preparations, of War, the Maltese were’ perfwaded 
that the Armament was defign’d againft them, and there-' 
fore made alt poflible Preparations for a Defence.» There 
are, ic feems, but three Places. in that Hfland «where De- 
fcent can, be attempted, viz, Georgio, Marfa Sirtivo, and’ 
Cala ; in each of which Places they poftedia ftténg»Body 
of Troops, and caft up Intrenchments, defended by a nu- 
merous Artillery. 
‘While the Great Mafter Zondodari was thus preparing for 
a vigorous Defence, and had fen toall the Princés’ of his’ 
Communion to defire their Affiftance, he was taken fo 
very ill, by Reafon of his too great Application and Fa- 
tigues, chat on the 317th of Jane he departed this Life : - 
Upon which, the Knights of the Order aflembled. on the 
22d of that Month, and according to the Conftitutions of 
their Order, elected Great Mafter Don Antotio.

Defcription of; Malta. ‘ 
HE Ifland of Malta lies in che Middleof the Medi- 
terranean, between the Coafts of Italy and Barbary, is 
about 60 Miles South of Sicily, and as much in Compals 5 
2 has 
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has 26 Parith-Churches, about 40 large Villages, a Maga~ 
zine of Arms for 35600 Men, and is reckon’d able ro raife. 
2soo0. The Order of their Knights is of above 600 Years 
ftanding. They were firft of ferufalem, which (when 
taken by the Saracens) théy abandon*d, and retir’d ro P)e- 
nicia, from whence they were forc’d to Ptolemais, and from 
thence to Cyprus, where they ftaid till they took the Ifle 
of ‘Rhodes, from whence the Turks afterwards forc’d them 
to Siti/y, and from thence they camé hither in 1530, when 
thé Emperor Charles V. gave them this Hland in Fee, The 
Order is divided into three Eftates, viz. Knights, who: are 
té‘be noble by four Defcents on both Sides ; the Chaplains, 
who are to be noble, or at Tealt of a confiderable Family ; 
and the Servants at Atis the like, or ac, lealt a Family 
rdis’d above the Vulgar. Their Government isa Mixcure 
of ‘Monarchy and‘Ariftoctacy.. Theif Grand Matter, who 
réprefents a Monarch, coins Money, grants Pardons, and 
cénféts “Benefices, but ‘has only ‘the itle of Eminence, 
Their Ariftocracy confifts in what they call their Sacred 
Council, where che Gratid Mafte¥ has only two Vores, and 
can'determine nothing without the Advice of this Council. 
There is another call’ the Com pléat Council, which confifts 
particularly of two of the eldef Knights of each of the 7. 
Nations of which the Order is compos’d, viz. Provence, Au- 
vergne, France, Italy, Arragon, Germany, and Cajfile, and 
before’ the Reformation, Great Britain made the 8th. Each 
of ‘the: Nations has @ ‘Collége or Hall, where they dine 
and fup; and the Head of thofe Halls is Grand Prior of 








his Nation, and a Member of the Privy-Council, being 
‘diftinguifh’d from the reft by a large White Crofs embroi- 


der'd with Silk on their Breafts. The Maltefe Corfairs 
take a great Number of Prifoners from the Turks, whom 
they ‘condemn to Slavery. They have a large Prifon, 
where they lodge at Night. There were 2000 nor long 
ago belonging to the Order, befides thofe abroad in the 
Galfies, and 260 bélonging to private Perfons. 

Mr. Ray, who Was here, fays, that the Rule of the 
Knights Precedency is the Time of their Admiflion. When 
the Great Mafter appears abroad, he is atrended by fome 
Knights, and two or three Pages, of whom he has 24. 
All the Knights unéover before him, except thofe of rhe 
Great Crofs. He wears a black fhort Gown, with Hanging- 
Sleeves. Whien the Knights are at Home they wear what 
Hiabie they pleafe, ‘but when abroad with the Gallies, 
Wear'tlie Habic of the Order. There’s an Hofpital for the 
fick Knights, where they are attended by other —_— 

‘s an 
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and ferv’d in Plate. The Government, fays Mr. Ray, is 
very eafy, which makes the Inhabitants flourifhing, 
and courteous to Strangers. The chief Produét of the 
Tfland is Oil, Olives, Figs, Annis and Cummin-Seeds, 
Cotton, Melons, Rofes, arid as good Honey as any in the 
World. 

As to the Ifland of Gozo, it lies four Miles Weft of . 
Malta, is thirteen Miles long, and feven broad. In the 
Year 1565 the Turks took it, and carry’d off 6000 Inhabi- 
tants. It has been repeopled fince, and. they reckon in it 
about $00 Houfes, and 3000 Souls, It is fubject to Malta, 
and ’tis faid, has only one Fort on the Eaftern Shore. , If 
that Iland is defencelefs, no Doubt but the Inhabitants 
have remov’d their Effeéts, and quitted it, except thofe 
who have rétir’d into the Fort, which is in a Condition, 
to make a long Defence by Reafon. of its Works, and. its, 
natural advantageous Situation. All our Advices from, 
Sicily fay, That 4000 ‘Imperialifts hold themfelves ina. 
Readinefs to embark upon the firft. Warning for Mal/ta,: 
fo that the Turks will find that Enterprize more difficule: 
than they imagine. All the Romifh Princes are highly. 
concerned to defend that Iland 3 for notwithftanding the 
Knights of tliat Order are but Corfairs, as the Algerines 
are, and in that Refpeét ought not to be encourag’d 5 yet 
it is of a great Advantage to their Subjects. The younger 
Sons of the Nobility find there Imployments, and it isa 
=" of Sea-Officers for Spain, Portugal, France, and 
Raly, 

Into the Chanel of this Ifland the Turks came, about the 
Reginning of Frly laft, with a Squadron whole Strength 
was vatioufly reported ; but according to our beft Advicesy 
confifted only of about five Sultana’s, or Men of War, and. 
a few fall Veffels, which fhews they only came to take a 
View of the Ifland, rather than to make any aétual At- 
tempt upon it.

Germans, and Venetians, and others in that Ifland, that we 
are exprefly fent by the Sultan, Lord of the Univerfe, and Re- 
fuge of ‘the World, to demand that alt the Slaves, belonging on 
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the Knights of St. John at Malta, as well as others, to the 
Number of 6000, who are held under their wicked Govern- 
ment, be deliver'd, and reftor’d, in order to prefent them/elves 
before his iluftrious and fublime Throne: This being Ins Will 
and Command, he has therefore arm’d out his Fleets, and ex 
prefly requir’d us to notify to you our Arrival by this Letter, 
and caufe you to deliver up the Slaves; which in Cafe you make 
any Difficulty in performing, you fhall {mart for it hereafier, 


and have Caufe to repent. You may fend to Tunis your An 


Swer to this Letter. 


To this Letter the Grand Mafter return’d the following 
Anfwer. 


Moft Excellent Lord, 

T3 E Letter your Excellency fent us, dated the 28th of 

June paft, was read before our venerable Council. We 
admire in it the Zeal of the Grand Seignior your moft puiffant 
Monarch, and applaud his pious Defign in fending your Excellen- 
cy to thefe Seas, to demand Reftitution of all the Turkith Slaves 
on this Ifland, and all other Places dependent on it. Without 
‘Doubt, your Excellency knows that the Laws of our Inflitution 
do not engage us to make Slaves, but to fecure with al! ovr 
Naval Force, the Ghriftian Navigation and Commerce ; yet if 
it happens that we meet Corfairs in our Cruizing, we make them 
Slaves, as being taken according to Military Law : And as the 
Number of Pyrates is much greater than that of Chriftians, 
who carry on a legal Trade, fo it is not to be wonder'd that we 
have @ great Number of fuch Slaves, exceeding that of Chri- 
fiians with you, whom we deftre from our Hearts to redeem. 
We'do affure you, that the Propofal you make us from the 
Grand Seignior your Mafter is perfeétly agreeable to us, and 
excites in us the like Purpofe of redeeming Chriflian Slaves. 
But as that great Work of Charity cannot be done upon the Spor, 
and'the Means are not poffible, but by purfuing the Methods 
ufually prattis’d among Princes of our own Communion, we 
offer to you either an Exchange, or Redemption, as being the 
Method moft-praftis'd and convenient. We expect his Highne/}’s 
Anfwer with Impatience, and rejoyce with your Excellency in 
the Choice he has made of your Perfon to execute fo praife- 
worthy @ Defign, provided it be accomplifh’d in a convenient 
Manner.

WN the 12th of Anguft dy’d the Doge ohn Cornaro, in 
QO the 84th Year of his Age;, and it being the conftan¢ 
Cuftom of this Republick, never to elect a new. Doge “till 
the Deceas’d is ingerr’d, his Death was not made publick 
to the People “till the rgth, that there might be Time to 
make the neceflary Preparations for his Funeral Obfequies, 
which were perform’d with all the Magnificence be- 
coming his Dignity, and in the following Manner : 

. They embalm*his Body, and for three Days together 
‘expofe it in a fpacious Chamber, upon a Bed of State of 
Cloth of Gold, with the Sword girt on to the wrong Side, 
and the Spurs put on with the Rowels towards the Toes, 
This Time of expofing him is allow’d, not only to give 
the People an Opportunity to pay the laft Duties to their 
deceafed Prince, but is particularly appointed to receive 
all Complaints, if any fhould happen to be made againft 
his Conduét ; as.alfo to give his Creditors Time to demand 
their Debts, which his Heirs are obliged to fatisfy without 
Delay, or otherwife they would deprive the Body of the 
Funeral Ceremonies, which are always folemniz‘d at the 
Charge of the Republick. For this Reafon, immediately 
after the Doge’s Deceafe is notify’d to the Senate by one 
of his chief Dometticks, the Great Council aflembles, and 
eleéts three Inquifitors out of the Senate, to examine into 
his Conduét, to hear all Complaints that may be made a- 
gainft his Manner of Life, and ¢o do Juftice to.all, even in 
the leaft of bis Concerns, at the Expence of his Heirs ; and 
what is peculiar to this Commonwealth is, That tho’ che 
Servants and Relations of the Deceas’d are allowed to be in 
Mourning, the Senators attend the Funeral in their Scarlec 
Robes, to denote that the Government ftill lives in them; 
and chat, as the Republick is truly free, it becomes her not, 
on fuch Occafions, to fhew any Mark of Affliction. 

The Eleétion of the New Doge is attended with fo ma- 
ny remarkable Ceremonies, thac the Manner of it cannot 
be unacceptable to the Reader. 

T H E Obfequies of the Duke or Doge are no fooner over, 
but all the Nobility, above thirty Years of Age, 
meet in the-Grand Council, where they eleét five Cor- 
reétors, who are to correct the Ducale Promiffione, i.e. the 
Statutes, to the folemn Obfervation of which, the Duke 
is 
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is to {wear immediately after his Election: + And thefe No- 
blemen have Power to add or abftraét whatever they fhall 
deem requifite for the Good of the Stare. 

As‘for the Duke, he’ is elected after this Manner. The 
Grand Council being affembled at the Hour prefix’d, at Sr, 
Mark's Palace, the Door is thut, and after they have count- 
ed the Number of rhofe in the Hall, they throw into a 
Bafon, or Urn, an equal Number of Balls, all white, ex- 
cept thirty which are gilt; and when they are well fha- 
ken and mixt, every Gentleman goes and takes one. Then 
the Thirty who have the Golilen Balls meet together in 
another Room, where there.are ready prepar’d thirty little 
Balls; of; which there are nine gilt. “Thofe of the chirry 
Gentlemen’ whofe Chance°it isto light upon che nine gile 
Balls, chafe our 40 Gentlemen of the Affembly, which 49 
are reduced to 12 by Lot; and thofe 12 elect 25, che firft 
Eleétor naming three, and the reft rwo apiece. Thefe are 
by Lot alfo reduced to nine. ' Thofe nine‘chufe out 45, by 
Naming five apiece, and they are again by Lor reduced to 
11, whochufe out 41 Gentlemen, and they elect che Duke, 
if they be approv'’d by the Grand Council ; or if they be ‘nor, 
the fame Method mutt be repeated. This Way of Ballotting 
prevents the Effects of Parties and Factions. When thefe 
EleGtors are-approv’d by the Grand Council, they are fhut 
up in the Palace of St. 24ark,'and muft not ftir till they 
have elected: the Duke. And’tis to be obferv’d, that the 
Election .cannot be authentick, unlefs it be corroborared 
by 25 Suffrages ; and while che Electors are chus fhut up, 
they are.carefully guarded and diligently look’d after, al- 
moft like che Cardinals in the Conclave. “When the Su 
frage is declar’d, the Doge-eleét is carry’d on! Men's Shoul- 
ders, like the Burgefs of an Englifh Corporation, from the 
Church round the Square of Sc. Mark, ina’ Machiite, in 
which he is -atrended by two or three Noblemen his 
Friends, and fometimes by the Boy that drew our the Hall 
for his Election, When crown’d by the Procurator-Trea- 
furer, he generally makes a fhort Speech to 'the People. 
The Evening ufes to be concluded with [luminations and 
Fireworks in the Ciry, anda Ball at che ‘Palace; and for 
two or three Nights fucceflively, there are» Mafquerades, 
and other Entercainments, and Plenty of Bread and Wine 
diftributed among the People, who: us’d' formerly co chufe 
the Doge by their Acclamations ; bur iebeing atcended by 
Tumults and Confufions; it was abolifh’dafter the Death of 
Vitalis Michael, in 1156, and the -prefent Method was 
pitch’d upon, to prevent all Iutrigues, which would 
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otherwife be almoft impoflible ; and ic cannot but farisfy 
all the Nobles, becaufe every one of them has a Share in 
the Eleétion. 

It was formerly a fundamental Law of the Republici, 
that no Nobleman could be elected to this Dignity if Mar: 
ry’d ; which tho’ not kept inviolably, yer it’s ftri@ly ob- 
ferv’d, unlefs there be fome emergent Reafon to the con- 
trary. This late Author obferves, was an Effeé& of the 
Venetians Policy ; who underftanding the Ambition of 
the Female Sex, and their eager Thirft after Rule, together 
with the violent Paffion of their Countrymen for Women, 
avoid as much as may be the chufing of marry’d Men for 
their Princes ; believing that a Man, be he never fo wor- 
thy and brave, never fo zealous and well-afteéted to the 
Intereft of his Country, may be conftrain’d fometimes 
to ‘furrender to the Attacks of an ambitious enterprizing 
Wife. 

To make this Account the more compleat, we thall fub- 
join what Sir Henry Wotton, our Embaflador at Venice, who 
faw twoor three Elections, has left of this Matter in his 
valuable Remains, 

© The Election, fays he, of the Duke of Venice, is one 
© of the moft intricate and-curiaus Forms in the World, 
* confifting:of ten feveral Ballotations : Whereapon oc- 
¢ curreth a pretty Queftion, What Need there is of fiuch a 
© deal of Sollicitude in chufing a Prince of fuch limited Autho- 
® rity ? And it is the ftranger, for having been long in 
* Ufe, the ancient Forms being commonly the moft ‘fim- 
© ple. To which Doubt this Anfwer may ferve the Turn : 
© True it was, as the Tradition runueth, a Monk's Invention 
© of the Benediction Order, And in Truth, the whole my- 
$ {terious Frame therein doth much favour of the Cloyfter, 
* For firft, a Boy muft be fnatch’d up below, and this 
£ Child muft draw the Balls, and not themfelves, as in 
© all other Elections: Then ‘is it ftrangely incermix’d, 
Half with Chance, and Half with Choice 5 fo.that For- 
tune, as well as Judgment or Affection, hath her Pare 
in it, and perhaps the greater. One Point (as now and 
then happeneth, even in the moft curious Webs of this 
Nature) feemeth fomewhat unequal, namely, that the 
41, who are the laft immediate Electors of the Duke, 
muit be all of feveral Families, and of them 25 at leaft 
concur to this. Nomination. For hereby the old Names, 
or Families, which are but 24, cannot makea Duke, 
© without’Help from fome one of the new. Andithat is 
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© not eafily. goteén through Emulation between them, as 
* ftrong perhaps'as publick Refpect. 

The late Dr, Burnet, Bifhop of Sarum, thoughe it a 
Wonder to fee the Dignity of a Duke fo much courted, 
becaufe, fays the Bifhop, he is only a Prifoner of State 
ty’d to fuch and fuch Rules, and as feverely reftrain’d and 
fhut up as it were in an Apartment of St. Mark’s Palace, 
that it is not ftrange to fee fome of the greateft Families 
decline it. All the Family, adds the Bifhop, if ever f 
numerous, muft retire out of the Senate, when a Duke is 
chofen out of it, only one that is neareft of Kin to him 
fits ftill, ‘but without a Vote. The Bifhop too obferv’d, 
that they had not chofea marry’d Man to be Doge for 
fome Years, becaufe the Coronation of a Dutchefs is ex- 
ceeding chargeable, and has coft fometimes above 100,000 
Ducats, Befides, as another Writer remarks, the Republick 
has no Need of two mock Sovereigns at once. 

- The Author of Les Delices de PItalie fays, The Procura- 
tors of Sr. Mark are never admitted into this Council, but 
at the Election of a Doge ; and that, tho’ the fame is very 
feldom tedious, yet it has fometimes lafted fix Months. 

Mr. Lafels obferves, ‘That the Doges are generally elected 
our of the Pracurators of St. Mark, who are 25 in Num- 
ber, and are ufually employ’d in Embaflies to foreign 
Courts. 

To thefe Remarks we fhall add the following Account 
of the Election and Coronation of Signior Alvizo Mocenigo, 
the prefene Doge of Venice, 





On the 23d of Auguf the Grand Council approv’d of 
the Nomination which was made the Day before, of the 
41 Nobles thac were to proceed to the Election of a new 
Doge, who afterwards fhuc themfelves up, according to 
Cuftom ; and the nexc Morning, after having heard the 
Mafs call’d del Spirito Santo, they unanimoufly elected for 
Doge, Signior Alvifo Mocenigo, who has: been in his Time 
Proveditor-General at Sea, twice a General in Dalmatia, 
Embaffador at Conftentinople, and laft of all a Commitlio- 
ner to regulate, with thofe of the Ottoman Porte, the Li- 
amits between che two Dominions on the Frontiers of Dal- 
metia and Albania.: This Election was immediately de- 
clar’d to the People, by ringing the Bells of St. Mark's 
Cathedral, and a]l che ocher Churches of this City, which 
avas alfo continu’d the two following Days. On the 24th. 
the Great Chancellor went to the Doge's Houfe, with » 
Secretary carrying the Ducal Habit and Cap ; and his Se 
= i Qq 2 renity. 
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renity being embark’d in a magnificent Gondola, or Barges 
was conduéted to St. Mark’s Palace, with a Train of above’ 
200 Gondela’s richly adorn’d, on Board of which were all 
the Nobles his Relations and Friends. His Serenity was 
falured as he pafs’d the Great Canal, by feveral Dif- 
charges of Cannon from all the Ships, and from above 200 
little Mortar-pieces, which were planted for that Purpofe 
on both Sides the Canal. When his Serenity landed at St. 
Mark’s Palace, he went into the Great Hall, where the 
41 Nobles who had elected him, complemented him on his 
new Dignity, with the ufual Formalities. After this, the 
Doge din’d with them, having a particular Seat by him- 
felf. In the Afternoon they conducted: him to the Grand 
Council, where being feated on a Throne furrounded with 
all the Nobles his Kindred, who were drefs’d in their long 
Robes of Senators, all the Regency in a Body complement- 
ed him as ufual, on his new Dignity. 

On the 25th, his Serenity, accompany’d by the faid 4r 
Electors, went to St. Mark’s Church, and was-carry’d from 
thence ina large Chair, which shey call Bigonzo, round 
the Square of St. Mark, with Signior Mocenigo his Bro- 
ther, one of his Nephews, the little Boy, call’d Balotino, 
becaufe he drew the Bills ‘for his Ele4tion, and the Admi- 
ral of the Arfenal. From thence his Serenity, and thofe 
that were with him, threw among the People a great 
Number of Pieces of Gold and Silver newly coin’d, and 
then return’d to the Ducal Palace. He went up the Grand 
Stars, call’d the Giants Stair-cafe, and when he came to 
the Top of it, was there crown’d .with a Ducal Bonnet, 
fet with Diamonds and other precious Stones ; after which, 
one of the 41 Eleétors, vis. the noble Angelo Maria Mali- 
pierro, made a Speech to his Serenity on his Advance- 
ment, 

On the 26th; his Excellency, accompany’d by the Se- 
nate in a Body, went to St. Mark’s Church, where folemn 
Mafs was celebrated, with a Te Deum fung by the Pa- 
triarcb, while the Trumpets founded, and the great Guns 
were difcharg’d from all che Ships. at Anchor before the 
Square of St. Mark. There was a great Ball upon this Oc- 
eahion at.the Ducal Palace, and very {plendid Collations 
three Nights fucceflively 5 and there were very fine Fire- 
works lec off inthe Square of Sc. Mark, and ‘before the 
Palaces of all his Serenity’s noble Kindred.

Ha in feveral of the former Regi/fers, taken No- 
tice of the late Pope Clement XI’s famous Conttitution 
Unigenitus, which has made fo much Noife in the World, 
and caufed fo great Difturbance and Animofities amongft 
the Romifh Clergy, efpecially in France, we are not omit 
the following Brief or Letter from the prefent Pope to the 
moft Chriftian King, which difcovers not only the Senti- 
ments of the prefent Pope on that Affair, but likewife the 
true Genius of the Court of Rome, arid the fatal Artifices 
they have often ufed to fupport the Power of the Roman 
Pontiff. 


To our very dearly beloved Son in Chrifi, Lewis, the mof 
Chriftian King of France, Pope Innocent XIII. Greeting, 
and our Apoftolical Benedittion, 


Wie the God of al] Confolation, who never for- 
gets Mercy, has made your Piety a ttrong Suppore 
of the Churches of your flourifhing Kingdom, which have 
long groan’d under Ditienfions, it was incumbent on us, 
as foon as we were call’d to watch for the Welfare of all, 
and to prevent the Dangers that threaten the Flock of the 
Lord, to thank him for having placed us on this lofty 
Watch-Tower of the Apoftolical Chair, at che aufpicious 
Beginning of your Reign ; for nothing can ferve to re- 
ftore the Peace of the Churches, and fecure the Power and 
Authority of St. Peter, but we expect ic from your filial 
Veneration for the Holy Chair, efpecially when we confi- 
der the excellent Inftrnétions already imprinted in your 
Royal Mind, and the great Prudence of our very well- 
beloved Son in Chrift, Philip Duke of Orleans, Regent of 
France, and his very particular Zeal for the Catholick Re- 
ligion. We are firmly perfwaded, that all this will be 
an effectual Means, by God’s Provideuce, for us to defend 
the Caufe of God with Intrepidicy and Confidence ; and 
that you, very beloved Son, will confecrate and apply the 
firft Fruits of your Reign (which are due to Chrift and 
the Church) in fuch a Manner, as may merit the Divine 
Affiftance for the Safety of your Perfon and Govern- 
ment. 
’ Your Majefty cannot but know what Mifchiefs the fa- 
mous Book: printed in the French Tongue, introduced into 
feos en ed ie Baie your 
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your Kingdom, and that the Tares fown in the Lord’s 
Field are not yet eradicated. This Book, under the in- 
filious Shew of Piety, obtruding erroneous Doétrines, 
caufed terrible Commotions ; for which Reafon, your 
Great Grandfather the moft Chriftian King, Lew X1V, and 
moft of the excellent Bifhops, ufed their utmoft Endeavours 
to put at once an End to that Affair, and the Errors and 
Contefts which enfu’d ; nor was our Predeceflor Pope Cie- 
ment XI. lefs diligent in ftriving to compofe all Differen- 
ces, and defend the Catholick Religion againft Errors, by 
Means of the Conftitution beginning Unigenitus Dei Filius, 
But ail Efforts for that Purpofe were fruftrated by fome 
few Freeh Bithops, who refufeda due Submiffion to thae 
Holy Conftitution, Thro’ their imprudent Difobedience 
it happen’d, that fome of the unfaithful Children rebelled 
againft the Lord, and his Anointed, mifinterpreted and 
perverced the plain Senfe and Tenour of che Conftitution, 
blended their pernicious Errors with found Doétrine, and 
boldly traduced the Cenfurers of their Errors. However, 
that the very vigilance fupreme Prieft might confute their 
falfe Pofitions and Fidtions, he declar’d in the Conftirution, 
that great Watchfulnefs ought to be ufed againft the 
Wolves dreffed in Sheep’s Cloathing, againft the Poifon 
mixed with Honey, and Juggles fer off by abufed holy 
Expreffions. The Conftitution does not explode the lauda- 
ble Maxims of the ancience Fathers, nor the innocent 
Sentiments of Univerfities about Do‘trines or Morals, but 
only the moft pernicious Errors covered over with falfe 
Colours. ; 

And thongh he heard that many Councils had been held 
in France, to reftore the Union of the Church; yet he in- 
timated, that the only Way of recovering and preferving 
fuch a Peace, was an unlimired, fingere, and impartial 
Obedience to the Confticuiion, in purfuance of che ancient 
Coftom of the. Believers, and indeed, fuch a Submiflion 
as the whole Church had-thewn to St. Peter, by the Mourh 
of Pope Clement X15. but he dy’d,, and;could not effect his 
Intentions, and left ic to.us; and though, confidering the 
Fatigues of our Apoltolical Office, we are unequal to fo 
laborious a Taik ; yet we have undertaken to prevent the 
imminent Dangers which threaten God’s Glory, all Chri- 
ftendom, and che Salvation of our own Soul, if we decline 
this important, Work. ' 

Altho’ the Potture of thefe Affairs muft needs be known 
unwryour Majefty, yee we choughe- it negefiary to, make 
Aisntion of ic, vecaufe we cannor acquit our felves in this 
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Marter,; which endangers the Union of the Catholick Paith 
and the Church, without your Royal Power and Afliftance, 
who are the Heir of the Faich and Vertues of your An- 
ceftors ; fo that we hope for char Proteétion, which is due 
to the Mother of the Church, and all Chriftendom. 

Whilft we endeavoured to confulc with our dear Son Ar- 
mand de Rohan, Cardinal of the Holy Roman Church, who 
was then at Rome, how to filence all farcher Conrefts abour 
the Conftication, the Workers of Iniguity had che Bold: 
nefs-to add Affliction to Affliction, by fending to us a Ler- 
ter full of Gall, and fign’d- by fome French Bifhops, who 
therein afperfe the Memory of our Predeceflor, deride the 
Apoftolical Conftitution, and in an hererical Manner con- 
found Things divine and humane: And chat their poifo- 
nous Infinuations might fpread every where, chey were 
not afhamed to prince that Letcer, and difperfe ic among 
the common People ; and what is. worfe, they would 
make our Authority the Support of their Impiety ; as if 
it were warrantable ro reform the Apéftolical, Doctrine, 
and the Faich, taughe by the Mouth of Peter, and which 
the whole Chiftian Church ftedfaftly profefs. 

By this ic appears, very dear Son, that fuch like Paftors 
ought no longer to feed, or rather ruia Chrift's Flock. 

Onr Paftoral Care abliges us not only co fupprefs Schifms, 
but alfo to have at Heart your Welfare, and chat of your 
Kingdom ; for we fear that he, whofe religious Service is 
‘violated, will be ‘provoked to Wrath, and char the Scan- 
dals which difturh the Church, will draw dowa the Di- 
vine Vengeance on your People. 

Your Great Grandfather knew very well how exafpe- 
tated the Enemies of rhe common Peace were, when they 
were juft going to withdraw themfelves from the Apoito- 
lical Jurifdiétion; and when he, at the Approach of 
Death, ‘yecommendéd ig in che ttrongeft Terms co promote 
Union, and extirpate all Differences about Religion. There- 
fore we demand of ‘you by our Paterfal Auchoricy, chac 
Proteétion, which ‘the Caufe of God, the Rights of the 
Chureb, and the ‘pions Examples of your Forefathers re- 
quire. si 

Exert your felf, ‘very dear Son, and let us fight the 
Lord’s Battle with united Endeavours; compel chofe by 
the Arm of your Power, who obftinately have ftood ouc 
“againft us, to obey, left chey perifh without the Ark when 
the Deluge comes ; and that others may not be ruin’d 
with the Infection of their Difobedience and Errors. Lec 
the Fortune of your Reign begin with this Triumph of the 
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Holy Religion, and Chriftian Peace. The Riches of the 
French were multiply’d by Chriftian Religious Worfhip, 
and God augmented the Strength of thofe who fought his 
Honour, It is your Duty to encreafe your Power by that 
Means, that the Lord of Hofts may be your Protettor. 
Let it chen be your chief Endeavour to deftroy thofe who 
are for creating Difturbances, and pervert the Ways of 
the Lord. Hearken, very dear Son, to the Difcipline of 
your Father, and reject not the Law of your Mother. All this 
we heartily with, from him by whom Kings reign, ex- 
pecting the Fruits worthy of your Wiflom.

Proceedings of the Parliament. 


N the oth of Offober, the Sixth Parliament of Great 
O Britain being met at Wefminfter, purfuant to a late 
Proclamation for that Purpofe, his Majefty came to the 
Honfe of Peers, with the ufual Scate and Solemnity, and 
the Commons being fent for up and attending, his Ma- 
jefty’s Pleafure was fignify’d to them by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, that they fhould return to their Houfe and chufe a 
Speaker, and prefent him to his Majefty the Thurfday 
following. The Commons being return’d accordingly, 
Mr. Pulteney made a Motion for chufing Spencer Compton, Efq; 
their Speaker, as a Perfon of known Abilities, and con- 
fum mate Experience, and in all Refpects qualify’d. for fo 
arduous and important an Employment, which he had 
already difcharg’d with univerfal Applaufe, in the laft 
Parliament. This Motion was immediately feconded, 
and fupported by a great many Voices, and only one 
Member having raifed fome Objections to it, he was uaa- 
nimoufly chofen Speaker. Iya 

Oftober 11, His Majefty being come again to the Houfe 
of Peers with the ufual State and Solemnity, and che 
Commons being fent for up, and attending, they prefent- 
ed their Speaker, who modeftly endeavoured to difqualify 
himfelf; but his Majefty did not allow of his Excufe, 
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and by the Mouth of the Lord Chancellor, fignify’d his 
Approbation of the Choice the Commons had made of a 
Speaker. Then his Majefty was pleafed to fay from che 
Threne, that he had commanded the Lord Chancellor to 
declare the Caufes of calling this Parliament, in his Ma- 
jefty’s Name and Words : Whereupon the Lord Chancellor 
read his Majeity’s Speech to both Houfes, as follows. 





My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I Am concerned to find my felf oblig’d, at the opening of this 

Parliament, to acquaint you, that a dangerous Confpiracy 
has been for fome Time form’d, and is fill carrying on, againft 
my Perfon and Government, in Favour of a Popifh Pretender. 

The Difcoveries I have made here, the Informations [ have 
receiv'd from my Minifters abroad, and the Intelligences I have 
bad from the Powers in Alliance with me, and indeed from 
moft Parts of Europe, have given me moft ample and concur= 
rent Proofs of this wicked Defign. ' 

The Confpiraturs have, by their Emiffaries, made the frrong- 
ef Inftances for Affiftance from Foreign Powers, but were difap- 
pointed in their Expectations : However, confiding in their 
Numbers, and not difcourag’d by their former ill Succe/s, they 
refolved once more, upon their own Strength, to attempt the 
Subverfion of my Government. 

To this End, they provided confiderable Sums of Money, 
engag’d great Numbers of Officers from abroad, fecur'd large 
Quantities of Arms and Ammunition, and thought shem{felves 
in fuch Readinefs, that had not the Confpiracy been timely 
difcover’d, we fhould, without Doubt, before now, have feen 
the whole Nation, and particularly the City of London, in- 
volv'd in Blood and Confufion. 

The Gare I have taken has, by the Bleffing of God, hitherto 
prevented the Execution of their traiterous Projects > Tie Troops 
have been encamp'd all this Summer ; Six Regiments (though 
very necefjary for the Security of that Kingdom) have been 
brought over from Ireland: The States-General have given 
me Affurances, that they would keep a confiderable Body of 
Forces in a Readinefs to embark on the firft Notice of their be- 
ing wanted here, which was all I defir’d of them, being deter- 
min’d not to put my People to any more Expence than what was 
abfoute.y neceffary for their Peace and Security. 

Some of the Confpirators have been taken up, and fecur'd ; 
and Endeavours are usd for the apprehending others. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Having thus in general laid before you the State of the pre- 

Sent Confpiracy, I muft leave to your Confideration mhat is 
Rr prover

proper and neceffary to be done for the Quiet and Safety of the 
Kingdom, I cannot but believe the Hopes and Expectations of 
our Enemies are very ill grounded, in flattering themfelves, that 
the late Difcontents, occafion'd by private Loffes and Misfortunes, 
however induftrioufly and malicioufly fomented, are turned into 
Difaffection, and a Spirit of Rebellion. - 

Had I, fince my Acceffion to the Throne, ever attempted any 
Innovation in our eftablifh’d Religion ; had I, in any one In- 
france, invaded the Liberty or Property of my Subjects, I fhould 
lefs wonder at any Exdeavours to alienate the Affections of my 
People, and draw them into Meafures that can end in nothing 
but their own Deftruttion. 

But to hope to perfwade a free People, in full Enjoyment of 
all that is dear and valuable to them, to exchange Freedom for 
Slavery, the Proteftant Religion for Popery, and to facrifice at 
once the Price of fo much Biood and Treafure, as have been 
Spent in Defence of our prefent Eftablifhment, feems an Infatua- 
tion not to be accounted for, But however vain and unfuccefsful 
thefe d:{perate Preicéts may prove in the End, they have at pre- 
fert fo far the defired Effett, as to create Uneafine/s and Diffi- 
dence in the Minds of my People ; which eur Enemies labour to 
improve to their own Advantage. By forming Plots they depre- 
ciate all Property that is vefed in the publick Funds, and then 
complain of the low State of Credit : They make an Increafe of 
the National Experces neceffary, and then clamour at the Burther 
of Taxes, and endeavour to impute to my Government, as Grie- 
vances, the Mifchiefs and Calamities which they alone create and 
eccafion. 

I wifh for xothing more, than to fee the publick Expences lef- 
fen'd, and the great National Debt put in a Method of being 
gradualiy reduc'd and difcharg’d, with a frit Regard to Par- 
liamentary Faith; and a more favourable Opportunity could 
never have been hoped for, than the State of profound Peace, 
which we now enjoy with ail our Neighbours, But publick Cre- 
dit will always languifo under daily Alarms and Apprehenfions 
of publick Danger: And as the Enemies of our Peace have 
been able to bring this immediate Mifchief upon us, nothing 
can prevent them from continuing to fubjelt the Nation to new 
and conflant Difficulties and Difireffes, but the Wifdom, Zeal, 
aid vigorous Refolutions of this Parliament. 

Genriemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have order’d the Accounts to be made up, and laid before 
you, of the extraordinary Gharge that has been incurred this 
Summer, for the Defence and Safety of the Kingdom ; and I 
have been particularly careful, not to dirett auy Expence to be 
made greater or foouer than was of abfoiute Neceffity. 
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I have likewife order’d Eftimates to be prepar'd, and laid 
before you, for the Service of the Year enfuing ; and I hope the 
further. Provifions, which the treafonable Practices of our Ene= 
mies have made neceffary for owr common Safety, may be or- 
der’d with fuch Frugality, as very little to exceed the Supplies 
of the laft Year. , 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I need not tell you of what infinite Concern it is to the Peace 
and Tranquility of the Kingdom, that this Parliament fhould, 
spon this Occafion, exert themfelves with 2 more than ordinary 
Zeal and Vigour. An entire Union among all that /incerely 
wifh well to the prefent Eftablifhment, is now become abfolutely 
neceGary. Our Enemies have too long taken Advantage from 
your Differences and Diffentions. Let it be known, that the 
Spirit of Popery, which breaths nothing but Confufion to the 
civil and religious Rights of a Proteftant Church and Kingdom, 
however abanden'd fome few may be, in de(pight of all 0b/i- 
gations divine and human, has not fo far poffeffed my People, as 
to make them ripe for fuch a fatal Change. Let the World 
fee, that the general Difpofition of the Nation % no Invitation to 
Foreign Powers to invade us, nor Encouragement to Dome/lick 
Enemies to kindle a Civil War in the Bowels of the Kingdoms. 
Your own Intereft and Welfare call upon you to defend your{elves. 





I hall wholly rely upon the Divine Proteftion, the Support of 
my Parliament, and the Affections of my People, which I shall 
endeavour to preferve, by fteadily adhearing to the Conjfitution 
in Church and State, and continuing to make the Laws of the 
Realm the Rule and Meafure of all my Aétions, 


As foon as the King was withdrawn, and the Commons 
petir'd to their Houfe, the Duke of Grafton, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Zreland, took notice of the horrid Confpiracy 
lately form’d, and ‘till carrying on, againft his Majefty’s 
facred Perfon and Government ; thewd the Neceflity of 
ftrengthening the Hands of his Majefty’s Minifters, in 
order to a fall Detéétion and entire Suppreffion of chofe 
traiterous Defigns and Praétices ; and thereupon, wich the 
Leave of the Houfe, prefented a Bill for fufpending the 
Habeas Corpus Act, and empowering his Majefty to fecure and 
detain fich Perfons as his Majefiy jhall fufpect are confpiring 
againft his Perfon and Government, for the Space of ole Year. 
After the fitit reading of the fiid Bill, a Motion was 
made for reading it a f{econd Time immediately, which 
was ftrenuoufly oppos’d ; but after a long and warm De- 
Lare, the Queftion being puc thereupon, was carry’ by 
@ Majority of 4% Voices againft 24, The Bill being ac- 
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cordingly read a fecond Time, and committed, the Houfe 
adjourn’d during Pleafure, and being quickly after refum’d, 
they went into a Committee upon the faid Bill, the Duke 
of Wharton being in the Chair. The Committee, after 
fome Speeches, went through the Bill, and fill’d up the 
Blank for che Continuance of the Sufpenfion of the Habeas 
Corpus A& with the Words, until the 24th Day of O&obery 
1723. The Houfe being refum’d, the Duke of Wharton 
reported the faid Bill, with the Amendment made thereto, 
which occafion’d another vesy warm and obftinate Debate, 
but che Queftion being put, Whether to agree with the Committee 
in the [aid Amendment ? It was refolv’d in the Affirmative : 
Whereupon 19 Peers + enter’d a Proteft. Then the Bill 
with the faid Amendment was read a third Times and 
pafs’d without dividing ; but 16 Peers ¢ enter’d their Dif- 
fent againtt ic. 

The principal Opponents of the Bill were the Earls of 
Anglefey, Cowper, Strafford, and Coningsby, and the Lords 
Trevor, Bathurft, and Bingley, who re{prefented, That the 
Habeas Corpus A& being, on all Hands admitted to be the 
greareft and ftrongeft Bulwark of Englifh Liberty, it did 
not confift with the Wifdom of Parliament, to fufpend 
it without an abfolute Neceffiry. That indeed, in Cafes 
of aétual Rebellion, or inrended Invafion, thac A& had 
been, at Times before, fufpended ; but yet this was done 
fparingly, by Degrees, and never for above the Term of 
Six Months. That this Confideration put them under a 
very melancholy Apprehenfion, for the very Being or Ef- 
feét of that excellent Law ; fince the Sufpenfion of it for 
2 Year, might be as good a Precedent for the fufpending 
it, on another Occafion, for the Term of two Years, as 
any former Precedent was now for the prefent Sufpention. 
That che horrid and deteftable Confpiracy, which occa- 
fion’d this Sufpenfion, having been difcover’d and notify’d 
to the City of London above five Months before, and di- 
vers of the Confpirators imprifon’d for it, a confiderable 
Time paft, it was very unreafonable to fuppofe, that the 
Danger of this Plot, in the Hands of an able, faithful, 

and

and diligent Miniftry, would continue for a Year or more 
yet to come; and that in fohigh a Degree as to require a 
Sufpenfion of the Liberty of the Subject, for fo they took 
the Habeas Corpus A&t to be. That indeed their juft Appre- 
henfions would, in a great Meafure, be remov’d, if they 
could flatter themfelves with the Hopes, that his Majefty, 
on whofe known Equity, Goodnefs, and Clemency, they 
entirely depended, would remain among us during the 
whole Time of this Sufpenfion : But that his Majefty nor 
having vifited his Dominions abroad thefe two laft Years, 
would very probably leave the Kingdom the next Spring 
to that End, That in his Majefty’s Abfence, this great 
Power of fufpeéting and imprifoning the Subjests at Will, 
and detaining them in Prifon till the 24th of Ocfober 1723, 
and for as much longer Time as till they can, after thar, 
take the Benefit of the Habeas Corpus Act, (if they could 
then do it at all) would be lodg’d in the Hands of our 
Fellow Subjeéts, who could not be fuppofed to be above all 
Prejudices and Partialities, as their Lordfhips were fure 
his Majefty was ; and who, befides, might have private 
Piques and Refentments to gratify. That this Bill did in 
Effect veft the Minifters with an Authority almolt as arbi- 
trary and extenfive as that of a Roman Diétator, fince they 
might infli&t, even on innocent Perfons, ( who fhould 
have the Misfortune to difpleafe them) a Punifhmenc of 
above a Year’s Imprifonment, which comes little fhort of 
Death, and which oftentimes occafions it. That the 
Dittatorian Power among the Romans, was always ended or 
laid down immediately after the Occafion for which it was 
given, was over ; and it was remarkable, that it was never 
continu’d much longer, ’till a little before the Roman Com- 
mon-wealth (from which all other States draw fo many 
Maxims of Government) loft its Liberty. That fo long 
a Sufpenfion of the Habeas Corpus Aét, weakens the Provi- 
fion made in the Bill for the Members of either Houft of 
Parliament, that they fhall not be committed ov detain’d, /it- 
ing the Parliament, until the Matter be firlt communicated and 
the Confent obtain’d of the Houfes refpettively, fince it is very 
probable, the Parliament will not be fitting rhe greateit 
Part of the Time for which this Bill was enaéted, and 
would continue a Law. That fuch is the Weaknels of 
Human Nature, that the Apprehenfion of what mighe 
befal a Member of Parliament while the Parliamenc is 
not fitting, might have fome Influence on the Freedom of 
Parliament. And, upon the whole Matter, fince fo long 
a Sufpenfion was liable to fo many Inconveniencies, they 
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thought it advifeable, and ,confiftent with the ufual Pru-* 
dence of that Auguft Aflembly, to reduce it to the Term 
of Six Months; at the End of which, if there appeared 
to be a necefliry for ir, it might be continu’d Six Months 
longer; as was done before in this very Reign, during the 
late Rebellion. 

The Lords Vifcounts Harcourt and Townfbend, the Lord 
Carteret, the Dukes of Argyle, Grafton, Wharton, and New- 
caftle, with fome other Peers, remov’d the Objeétions rai- 
fed either againft the Bill icfelf, or the Continuance of it 
for a whole Year. The Subftance of their Arguments was, 
a few Days after, publifh’d as follows, 

In the prefent Uneafinefs, which is very natural to 
Englifhmen, upon every Sufpenfion of the Habeas Corpus 
Aét, and which is induftrioufly and artfully heighten’d 
upon Occafion of the A& juft now pafs’d to that Purpofe, 
is is not enough to tell them in general, that it is an Act 
abfolutely neceffary to fecure them from Ruin, and from 
the total Lofs of all other Acts,. and of this Habeas Corpus 
A&t icfelf. But is is necefflary for us all, before we can or 
ought to be fatisfy’d in fo important a Point, to enter 
carefully into the particular Queftions, which naturally 
arife upon this Subject 5 and which muft be fifted and de- 
bated, before any one, who loves his Country and his 
Liberty, can acquiefce. 

1. Whether it be fit, upon any Occafion, to fufpend the or- 
dinary Operation of the Habeas Corpus AG ? 

2. Whether there be any Reafon fufficient to make it fit to do 
it now 2 

3- Whether, if it ought now to be done, it ought to be done 
for fo long a Time as a Year ? 

Thefe take in every Thing relating to the Point in 
Hand. 

The firft of thefe Queftions has been refolv’d conftantly, 
without any Hefitation, in the Affirmative, by the Wif- 
dom of all Parliaments, ever fince the making that A&. 
Their Bshaviour, and the Laws made by them, have ever 
fhew’d, that ic was a determin’d Cafe with them, that 
upon Occafion of any Confpiracy againft the Strate, (che 
Execution of which, always depends upon the Perfons of 
the Confpirators, and the Liberty they enjoy to advife 
and to aét) ic was abfolutely meceflary to grant to che 
executive Power, for a Time, a Right to apprehend and 
detain the Perfons of fuch as fhould be fufpected to have 
a Parcin it. Otherwife, they always argu’d, there mutt 
foon be an End co our Eftablithment, and all our Liberties 5 
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and that without this, the Habeas Corpus Act icfelf mutt 
be much worfe than mere dirty Parchment, or Wafte-Pa- 
per; for ic muft be icfelf the very Inftrument and imme- 
diate’ Occafion of that Ruin, and Lofs of Liberty it was 
defign’d to prevent. Accordingly, feven Times, fince 
the Revolution, has that Aét fuffer’d Sufpenfion, as abfo- 
lutely neceffary to the Prefervation of che Act itfelf, and 
all the Privileges of it, Seven Times have our Prede- 
ceffors, with one Voice in Parliament, decreed fuch a 
Power to the Crown, for the preventing total Ruin. And 
this, with the higheft Reafon of State, allow’d of and 
practis’d upon, by all States and Kingdoms ; and by none 
more, than where the greateft Liberty has flourifh’d, 
which has caus’d the greateft Dread of lofing it. 

But there need not Examples; the Reafon of the Thing 
is plain : For what indeed avails it to have a good Con- 
ftitution, if there be not in that Conftitution fomewhere 
lodg’d a Power of preferving itfelf by extraordinary Me- 
thods, upon extraordinary Occafions ? What imports it, to 
have a Roll of Parchment, call’d an AG of Parliament 
for the Liberty of the Subjeét ; if, at the Call of imminene 
Danger, which threatens the Deftraction of this A&t, and 
all Aéts, there be not a Power lodg’d and exerted, to con- 
fine the Perfons of fome, that the Perfons of all may not 
fuffer by that Liberty, which fuch Confpirators enjoy, 
merely by Virtue of this Act ? To what Purpofe will ic 
be afterwards to afk, Why did not they who knew of thefe 
Confpirators, and who were to guard againft them, ac 
leaft confine them where they could do no Mifehief ? The 
Anfwer muft be, Becaufe they had no Power by Law to 
do it. The Queftion then will be equally in vain, Why 
did they not afk and demand it of the Parliament ? Why, 
Becaufe they had a Veneration for the Habeas Corpus Act, 
the Darling and Defence of the People, The next Voice 
will chen be this, Why do you tell us of our Darling and 
our Defence ? Call ic no longer by thofe Names ; it is our 
Poifon and Ruin, if a Regard to that has brought De- 
ftrugtion upon us, and prevented the Meafures which a- 
hone could have fav’d us. We are now dead, for fear of 
Death ; and have loft this Aét, and all the Effect of ic for 
ever, out of a fuperftitious Dread of fuffering Traitors to 
lofe the Benefit of it for a Seafon, 

The fecond of the foregoing Queftions is anfwer'd under 
the firft. It only depends upon this, Whether there be in 
Fact a Defign of introducing a Popifh Prince, at the Ha- 
zard of all that is valuable to Brisons and Proteftants, now 
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goingon. Whoever doubts of this in his own Soul, I am 
free to give him Leave to be entirely and for ever diffatif- 
fy’d with every Thing done to prevent it; becaufe I am 
confident no one can doubt it, who has Eyes, or Ears, or 
common Underftanding, Whoever does not doubt it, can 
no more doubt of the Reafonablenefs of following the ufual 
Method chalk’d out to us by all preceeding Parliaments, and 
by all free Governments in the World. After what che 
King has, with the utmoft Solemnity, laid before the Par- 
liament, it had been, in my poor Opinion, much more 
fincere and becoming, to have addrefs'd him in humble 
Manner, and begg’d of him to return in Peace to his own 
People abroad, than to have delay’d one Hour to give him 
that Teftimony of their Confidence, and thofe Affurances 
of their Zeal, which every Parliament fince the Revolu- 
tion had upon much lefs Declarations, given to his Prede- 
ceffors, In what a Condition indeed, had his and our 
Affairs appear'd to all abroad, if they had feen the Parlia- 
ment of Britain itfelf cold and indifferent in fuch a Caufe, 
and denying their prefent King the Powers neceflary even 
for the Prefervation of his own Life againft Violence, as 
well as of the whole Confticution againft Ruin ? 

Bur the third Queftion creates the Difficulty, Why for fo 
long a Time as @ whole Year ? Upon this it is worth remem- 
bring, That there was no formal Conteft, as I am inform’d, 
in Parliament, about the doing the Thing itfelf. It was 
by moft allow’d, or fuppofed, to be right and neceflary ; 
though, at every proper Place, Arguments were thrown 
in, which plainly enough fhew’d, that there lay the 
Grief, That it fnould be done at all. However, to gain a 
greater Number, that was given up. Some would confent 
to it for three, fome for four, and fome for Six Months, 
But they could not poffibly (fach was their Love to their 
Country!) confent to it for twelve Months. When I 
heard this, I prefently thought with myfelf, What, can 
thefe Perfons truft themfelves and us, and all their Fellow- 
Subjeéts in the Hands of the Minifters for fix Months ; and 
is it fo terrible a Thing to do it for fix Months more? If 
they can be fafe and fecure in this for the firft fix Months, 
and the Condition of Affairs requires it, furely they may 
be fafe for the laft fix Months: If fuch Mifery and Cala 
mity be in the Matter ; fuc Horrour and Dread, that che 
Government by the Bow-String is better, Why is it con- 
fented to for fix Months ? Why for four Months ? Nay 
why for one? But if fix Months can be reafonably allow’d, 
Jet us try whether another fix Months may not be as reaz 
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fonable. No: It is too much ; it is too Jong to truft fuch 
a Power. I grant it; twelve Months is too long a Time 5 
fo is fix Months; fo is four Months; fo is four Days. 
But if twelve Months be neceflary ; if the Occafion re- 
quires and demands fuch a Time, ic is juft as ficcing as 
twelve Days, or twelve Hours. It is a Pain and a Grief 
to think of doing it at all. No Englifsman can confent to 
it, but with Reluétance: But to none can it be half fo 
pungent, or half fo uneafy, as to thofe who are to execuce 
it, (if Neceffity calls them to it) unlefs they are Montters, 
void of all Concern, and harden’d into Stone. 

If this were the Spring Time of the Year, chere is no 
one, I believe, who would have afk’d, and no one who 
would have confented to give, more than fix Months; 
becaufe that Space of Time would take in all the Summer, 
and reach down towards the Meeting of the Parliamene 
again ; and the Summer being the Time always of the 
greateft Danger, would be provided for; and the Seflions 
would come on time enough to make farther Provifion, if 
neceflary, This is the Cafe at prefent. There is a Cer- 
tainty of a more refolute Defign, (with feveral Perfons of 
Note a¢tually embark’d in it) than perhaps has ever yer 
been known. There muft bea Provifion at prefent, be- 
caufe the Defign is at prefent working, and far from be- 
ing at an End. Put the Cafe now, that this new Law 
were to take Effect but for four or fix Months, and that 
at the End of that Term, the Minifters were to reprefenc 
the Neceflity of prolonging it, (as was propos’d by fome) 
if any fuch Neceflity fiould then appear. Not to mention 
the Difficulties, the Cavils, Objections, and Outcries, 
which would then be rais’d afrefh: Are we fuch Strangers 
to the Cunning afd Dexterity of fuch Confpirators, as to 
doubt that all Care would be taken to huth every Thing in- 
to Reace and Quiet ? That every Mouth would be taught 
Not to open too loud, much more every Hand not to ftir, 
during that four or fix Months; and chat there might be 
fuch a Difcipline and Management exercis’d, chat, if it 
were fit to keep or tocall the Parliament together, the 
Minifters fhould noc have it in cheir Power to demonttrate 
Clearly chat there was any fuch Mark of Difturbance f{tir- 
ting, or any fuch Treafons {till vifible, as would be fuffi- 
Cient to urge the Continuance of this Act? But as foon as 
that Term expir'd, and the Time for Action came, What 
would they do, or what would they mot do, when ic 
would be fafe for chem to exert chemi{elves again, and they 
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could have the Benefit of this Habeas Corpus A&, to elud 
any Confinement ? 

But it is faid, Precedents are againft you: This Sufpen- 
fion never yet was made for fo long a Time. It may be 
fo ; tho” one was contina’d nine Months, pretty near this. 
But Precedents are on the Side of this material Part of the 
Provifion, that the Seafon in which the Parliament was 
not fitting, was always the Seafon taken Care of. “In this, 
Precedents lead us. And the Reafon is, becaufe the Exe- 
cution of fuch Qefigns is generally in that Seafon. No 
one ever pretended that a Sufpenfion for fix or nine Months 
was a Precedent for a Sufpenfion for twelve Months ; nor 
therefore can the prefent Sufpenfion for one Year, ever be 
a Precedent for a Sufpenfion hereafter for two Years ; as 
fomie would feem to fear, tho’ there be an Abfurdity in 
the very Suppofition. But the Care in formes Sufpenfions, 
to guard againft Danger in that Part of che Year when the 
Parliament would not be fitting, was juftly affirmed to be 
a Precedent for the fame Care in the prefent Sufpenfion ; 
which could not have been fhewn, without extending the 
Term through the Summer. Accordingly, it is impoflible 
that extending the prefent Act to the Summer, can bea 
Precedent any farther, than for taking Care of the Inter- 
val between Seflions and Seffions. 

Seven Times has this Act, in the fame Form, pafs’d ; 
but never with more certain and undoubted Neceflity, 
than at Prefent. It always guarded againft the Danger of 
the Summer; and this cannot do the fame, without re- 
maining in Force fora Year. If ic be a melancholy Thing 
to think of fuch a Safpenfion, Whom muft Englifimen 
thank for fuch an Evil, but thofe who by their repeated 
Defigns make it abfolutely neceflary ?,Whom muft they 
curfe, if fuch Defigns had prevail’d for want of a Sufpen- 
fion, but an Adminiftration that would not contend for 
ic ? It may be abafed, without Doubt ; there is a Poffibili- 
ty of that: But there is a Probability ic will not, becaufe 
it never has made Matter for fo much as one Complaint, 
under the feven foregoing Tryals ; and for a ftronger 
Reafon, becaufe it is evidently perfonal Deftruction to thofe 
Minifters who atrempe to abafe it. Buc the Poffibility of 
fuch Abufe is no Argument againft the Neceflity of extra- 
ordinary Methods; and is greatly ourweigh’d by the cer- 
tainty or high Probability of Confofion firft, and Ruin 
afterwards without it. Nor can I compare this Dread of 
preventing a prefent Ruin by a Method which has in it 
the bare Poflibilicy of being abus’d, to any Thing better, 
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than'to the Temper of a Man, who, hearing the main 
Beam of his Houfe crack, and feeing it all yielding and 
tumbling qn. his Head, refolves not to efcape out of it too 
rathly} becaufe ic is barely poflible that a Tile may fall 
from, the Top of the Houfe upon his Head. Something 
muft be hazarded to fave all ; and when the Whole is in 
Danger, a Part muft not have all our Care. A Power to 
fave is always in fome Degree a Power to hurt. A Power 
to do good, always carries with it a Power (tho’ not a 
Right) to do evil. But Power muft be trufted fomewhere, 
upon fuch Occafions ; and they cruft it moft reafonably, 
who truft ict for a Seafon of Neceffiry only, where Self 
Intereft, and Self-Prefervation forbid the Abufe of ir. I 
fay, Self-Prefervation ; for it is at their own Peril, that 
the Minifters act under fuch a Law; and they muft know 
affuredly, that if there be the leaft Abufe of che Power 
given them, thro’ Malice or Wantonnefs, at their Hands 
it will be required ; and at the End of the Term allow’d, 
the Men themfelves, who vefted this Power in them, will 
meet together with as great an Indignation againft them, 
and Refolution to deftroy them, as they now have fhewn 
with Regard to the Confpirators. There is a Day of Rec- 
koning. This is Security enough, even in the Opinion of 
thofe who can think a Miniftry vile enough without ir, 
to be wicked merely for Wickednefs Sake. And the Secu- 
rity is the fame, as well in the Abfence of his Majetty, 
(which fome have been pleas’d unneceffarily to fuppofe, to 
heighten their Argument) as in his Prefence. For asa 
King of Great Britain, tho’ prefent, is never fuppos’d ro act, 
but by his Minifters, and they are accountable for all that 
is done; fo, in his Abfence, if there can be a Difference, 
they are much more (but without Doubt, equally) account- 
able; no orher Chara‘ter that can be given them, alter- 
ing at all their minifterial Office, or rendring them at all 
the lefs free from the Apprehenfion and Awe of a Parlia- 
mentary Enquiry. 

‘But why fo much Zeal againft this Length of Time, 
when it can’t fhew itfelf wichout grofs Self Contradiction ? 
They who make this Objection from a fuppos’d Abfence, 
themfelves profefs a Readinefs to continue this Act inta 
the Summer, if neceffary ; which is liable to the fame 
Objection. “And they who think this Act fo fecure from 
Abufe, whilit a Parfiament is fitting to keep the Power in 
Awe, cannot but know, that the Parliament mut meet 
again at the End of this Term; and chat there is, in 
Truth, as effectual and as beneficial an Awe from the 
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Certainty that it muft meet then, as from the feeing it 
met now. 





On the 12th Day of Offober, the Houfe of Lords pre- 
fented the following Addrefs to his Majefty. 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, 

W* your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, 

the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament 
affembled, humbly return your Majefty the Thanks of this 
Houfe for your Majefty’s moft gracious Speech from the 
Throne, and for communicating to your Parliament the 
dangerous Defigns form’d, and ftill carrying on, againft 
your Majefty’s moft facred Perfon and Government, in 
Favour of a Popifh Pretender. 

We cannot fufficiently exprefs our Deteftation and Ab- 
horrence thereof, or our juft Indignation againft all fuch 
as have, by any Means whatfoever, traiteroufly endea- 
voured to alienate the Affeétions of your Majefty’s good 
Subjects, or by malicioufly fomenting any of their late 
Difcontents, however occafion’d, to raife them to a Spirit 
of Rebellion. 

We think ourfelves in Duty bound, on this Occafion, 
to declare our very great Satisfaétion in the wife Meafures | 
taken by your Majefty, which, by the Blefling of God, 
hath hitherto difappoinred the treafonable Projects of all 
your Enemies, and happily preferv’d the Peace and Tran- 
quillity of the Kingdom. 

Could the Enemies of our Peace have procur’d a foreign 
Force to invade us, and by fuch Afliftance a Rebellion to 
have been rais’d in the Heart of your Kingdom, (though 
we affure our felves fo defperate an Attempt muft have 
ended in their own Deftruétion) it is not yet to be doubt- 
ec, but that the City of London, whofe Wealth and Influ- 
ence have been fo conftantly employ’d in oppofing Popery 
and arbitrary Power, would have felt the urmoft Efforts . 
of their Fury, and the Kingdom been made a Scene of 
Bloodfhed and Confufion. 

Such of your Majetty’s good Subjects, as may have been 
unwarily mifled at fo critical a Junéture, muft now plain- 
ly diftern the Difference between thofe great Calamities, 
from which, by the Blefling of God, they have been hi- 
therto preferv’d, and che imaginary Dangers with which 
they have been induftrioufly amus'd. 

We cannot but acknowledge, with moft grateful Hearts, 
the ineftimable Bleflings we baye enjoy’d under your Ma- 
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jefty’s Government, during the whole Courfe of your 
Reign ; and return your Majefty our moft unfeigned 
Thanks for your Majefty’s moft gracious Declaration, on 
which we entirely depend, that your Majefty will fteadily 
adhere to our Conftitution in Church and State, and con 
tinue to make the Laws of the Realm the Rule and Mea~- 
fure of all your Actions. And we bumbly beg Leave co 
affure your Majefty of our moft unfhaken Fideliry ; and 
that we will, to the utmoft of our Power, on al! Occafions, 
ftand by and aflift your Majefty againft all your Enemies 
whatfoever, both at Home and Abroad, in Maintenance 
of your Majefty’s undoubted Right and Title to the Impe 
rial Crown of this Realm. 





His Majefty’s moft gracious Anfwer. 

. My Lords, 

Thank you for this loyal and dutiful Addrefi. So feafona- 

ble a Mark of your Zeal and Affeftion, will be of the 
greateft Service at this critical Funéture, and lay me under the 
firiébef? Obligation to ufe the Confidence you repofe in me to no 
other Ends, than the Prefervation of the publick Tranquility, 
and of the Rights and Liberties of my People, 


The Speaker of the Commons, and the other Members, 
having fpent the Sittings of the r1th, 2th, and r3th of 
Oétober, in qualifying themfelves, by taking the Oaths, 
and making and fubfcribing the Declaration, and Oath of 

. Abjuration, according to the Laws made for chofe Purpofes, 
the Houfe began, on Monday the 15th, to enter upon Bu- 
finefs, appointed and order’d the Sitting of the Grand 
Committees for Religion, Grievances, Courts of Juftice, 
Trade, and Privileges and Elections; and made the ufual 
ftanding Orders and Regulations, When they came to the 
Committee of Privileges and Eleétions, Mr. Hutchefon 
mov’d, that ic fhould confift of 36, or fuch other Number 
of Seleét Members as the Houfe fhould think fir, who 
fhould be empower’d to hear, try, and determine the Me- 
tits of Elections ; and that no other Members but fuch as 
were chofen by the Houfe, might have Vores in the faid 
Committee. He was feconded by Mr. Winntngton Feffreys, 
who, in a long Speech thew’d, that this had been the con- 
ftant Ufage and Prattice both before and after Queen Eliza- 
beth’s Time, and that it had never been otherwife, till 
thelong Parliamenc in 1641, when all Things evere in 
Confufion ; but neverthelefs Mr. Hutchefon’s Motion was 
dropt, 


Mr. Speaker 
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Mr. Speaker having afterwards reported the King’s 
Speech to both Houfés, William Pulteney, Efq; ftood up, and 
made a lively Reprefentation of the difmal Confequences 
of the horrid Plot, if it had pleas’d the Divine Providence 
that ic had not been timely difcover’d ; and mov’d for an 
Addrefs of Thanks, on the feveral Heads of his Majefty’s 
Speech, particularly to congratulate his Majefty on che 
timely Difcovery of the dangerous and unnatural Confpi- 
wacy ayainft his Majeity’s Perfon and Government ; to ex- 
prefs the juft Deteftation and Abhorrence his faithful Com- 
sons had of all fuch traiterous Pra¢tices, and their Indig- 
nation and Refentment againft the Authors and Contrivers 
of them, @c. This was feconded by Mr. Doddington Bubb, 
and by the general Affent of the Houfe ; only Mr. Shippen 
mov’d, that to the Paragraph, Affuring his Majefty, that 
bis faithful Commons would enable him effectually to fupprefs 
ail remaining Spirit of Rebellion, thefe Words might be added, 
with due Regard to the Liberty of the Subject, the Conftitution 
ia Church and State, and the Laws now in Force, He was fe- 
conded by Sir William Wyndham; but Mr. Pulteney reply’d, 
That fuch a Claufe would be injurious to the King, fince 
it would look like making a Condition or Bargain with 
his Majefty, and tacitly imply, either that the Laws had 
already been infring’d, or that the Commons were jealous 
deft his Majefty thould, for the future, break in upon the 
Conftitution : Therefore, inftead of the faid Glaufe, he 
propos’d, chat at the latter End of the Addrefs, they 
dhouid return his Majefty their Thanks for his moft gra- 
cious Declaration, that he would preferve the Conftitution 
in Church and State, and continue to make the Laws of 
the Realm, the Rule and Meafure of all his Actions. This 
was feconded by Mr. Yonge: And then the Queftion being 
pur, which of the two Claufes fhould be made Part of the 
Addrefs, it was carry’d for Mr. Pulteney’s Claufe, without 
any Divifion. After this, a Committee was appointed to 
draw up the faid Addrefs ; which being, the 16th, report- 
ed, and agreed to, was, on the 17th, prefented to his 
Majeity by the whole Houfe, as fellows:

fing of God, the Defigns of your Enemies have hitherto 
been happily fruftrated and difappoinred. 

We cannot fufficiently acknowledge your Majecfty’s Care 
and Vigilance, and the wife and prudent Meafures you 
have taken for our Safety, in ordering the Encampmenc 
of the ‘Froops, and fending for fuch others from Ireland, 
as were thought further neceffary for the Peace and Quiet 
of this Kingdom. And it is the greateft Satisfaction to us, 
to fee the Readinefs of your Majefty’s good Friends and 
Allies, the States-General, to aflift you with a good Body 
of Forces, if there had been Occafion. 

But among all che Steps taken for the Safety of your 
Majefty and the Kingdom, none can poflibly equal that of 
the {peedy calling your loyal Commons togerher in Par- 
liament ; who are met determin’d with the urmoft Una- 
nimity and Zeal, to do every Thing in their Power for 
the Prefervation of your Majefty’s moft facred Perfon: 
Nor can lefs be expected from the Gratitude and Affection 
of a free People, fenfible that thro’ the whole Courfe of 
your Reign, no Innovation has been attempted in our ho~ 
ly Religion, nor the leaft Encroachment made upon the 
Liberty or Property of any of your Subjects, and chat che 
full Enjoyment of all that is dear and valuable to chem, is 
entirely owing to your Majefty’s Government. 

Tho’ the Enemies to our happy Eftablifhment fhould 
have Malice and BoldnefS enough, ftill to be carrying on 
their traiterous Defigns, yet we are perfwaded chac all 
UneafinefS and Apprehenfions will vanifh, when your 
faithful Commons aflure your Majefty, thar they will en- 
able you effectually to fupprefs all remaining Spirit of 
Rebellion. 

If neither the facred Obligation of the moft folemn 
Oaths, nor the certain Mifery they mutt bring upon their 
Country, who would attempt to overturn this Govern-

abandon’d, as to be ready to exchange the Proreftanc Re 
ligion for Popery, and Liberty for Slavery ; yet we hope, 
the vigorous Refolutions of a loyal an} duritul Parliamene, 
will convince them of the Danger as well as Folly of 
fach an Attempt; aud fhew che whole World, thac the 
Generality and beft Part of your People are fo far from 
giving any Invitation to foreign Powers to invade us, 
that they will, with their Lives and Fortunes, fuppore 
your Majefty .again@ all your Enemies ac Home and 
Abroad, — 
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We cannot therefore exprefs too great an Abhorrence of 
fuch unnatural Praétices, nor too great an Indignation 
againft thofe who would have made the Capital of this 
flourifhing Kingdom a Scene of Blood and Defolation. 
Wicked Men! whilft they have the Malice to revile your 
Government, and attempt to overturn it, at the fame 
Time have the Infolence to depend upon the Clemency of 
it for their Security : While they are endeavouring to de- 
ftroy all Liberty, they are clamouring that a few of them 
are, for the publick Safety, confin’d : Whilft they are at- 
tempting to deftroy all Property, they are murmuring at 
the neceflary Taxes given to your Majefty for the Security 
of it: And whilft they a& againft all Law themfelves, 
they truft, and are Confident, that even in their own 
Cafes, the Laws of the Realm will be the Rule and Meafure 
of your Aétions, 

We beg Leave to acknowledge, with great Gratitude, 
your Majefty’s Goodnefs, in affuring us, that notwith- 
ftanding the traicerous Praétices of your Enemies, have 
made the Increafe of the annual Expence neceffary, yer 
Care will be taken, rhat the Supplies to be afk’d for che 
Year enfuing, fhall very little exceed what was given for 
the Service of the laft. 

And we affure your Majefty, that we will not only 
make good the extraordinary Expences that have been al- 
xeady incurr’d, but will, with all Cheerfulnefs, granc 
whatever fhall be neceflary for the Safety of the King- 
dom ; being entirely convinc’d, that we can by no other 
Means reftore publick Credit, and enable ourfelves to at- 
tempt the gradual Reduction of the great National Debt, 
(with a firi€&t Regard to Parliamentary Faith) than by 
doing every Thing in our Power for the Support of your 
Majefty’s Government, and our happy Eftablifhmenr in 
your Royal Family.

Commons fhall place in me, but in Support of the Conflitution, 
and in Maintenance of the Rights and Liberties of my People, 





On the rgth, after the Commons had agreed to Mr. Pul- 
teney’s Motions for the Addrefs, feveral Orders were made 
for Warrants to be iffu’d out for the electing new Mem- 
bers ; and then Mr. Juftice Tracy, and Mr. Baron Price, 
brought down from the Lords to the Commons the Bill 
entitled, An A& to empower his Majefty to fecure and detain 
Such Perfons as his Majefty fhall fufpect are confpiring againft 
his Perfon and Government: Which, upon Mr, Walpole’s 
Motion, was immediately read che firft Time, and or- 
der’d to be read a fecond Time, the next Morning: 

Accordingly, on the 16th, the Bill was read a fecond 
Time, and a Motion being made, and the Queftion puc 
thereupon, that rt be committed to a Committee of che 
whole Honfe, the fame was oppos’d by Mr. Cefar, who, 
in a long Speech, reprefented the dangerous Confequences 
of a Sufpenfion of the Habeas Corpus Act, to the Rights 
and Liberties of Englifbmen. He was feconded by Mr. 
Hungerford ; but Mr, Bromley faid thereupon, That the 
chief Objection againft this Bill being in Point of Time, 
and whether the Sufpenfion was to continue Six or Twelve 
Months ? It was more proper to debate it in a Committee 
than in a Houfe, and therefore he was for committing it 5 
which, ‘after fome {mall Oppofition, was carry’d without 
dividing. The Houfe being immediately refolv’d into 
that Committee, and the Earl of Hertford placed in the 
Chair, Mr. Spencer Cowper ftood up, and open’d the Debate, 
fuggefting, among other Things, That he, and all his 
Family, had come as early and as readily into the Revolu- 
tion, and on all Occafions, had appear’d as zealous for the 
prefenc happy Settlement, as any one: But yet he could 
not be of Opinion to truft the Liberties of the People in 
the Hands of any Miniftry, for fo long a Time as above 
a Year. Thac neither in King William’s nor Queen Anne’s 
Reigns, nor fince his prefent Majefty’s Acceflion to. the 
Throne, even in Times of open and adtual Rebellion, the 
Habeas Corpus A& had ever been fufpended for above Six 
Months; and therefore he mov’d, that the prefent Sufpen- 
fion might be limitted to that Term. He was feconded by 
Mr. Smith, and Sir fofeph Fekyll Mafter of che Rolls, who 
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added, That if, at the End of thofe Six Months, there 
appear’'d to be a Neceflicy for a farther Sufpenfion, he 
fhould, and be coubred not but the whole Houfe would 
readily come into it. They were anfwer'd by the Attor- 
ney-General, who, to fhew the Neceflity of the Sufpenfion 
for a whole Year, faid, among other Things, That the 
prefent Confpiracy being laid deep, fpreading far and 
wide, and confifting of feveral Branches, it requird a 
great deal Time to unravel, and make a full Difcovery of 
it. Mr. Worfley having anfwer’d him, he was reply’d to 
by Sir Wilfred Lawfon, afcer which the Debate was conti- 
nued between Mr. Hungerford, Mr. Winnington Jeffreys, Mr. 
Hutchefon and Mr. Sloper, who ftickled for Mr, Cowper’s 
Motion, and Mr. Pulteney, Mr. Yonge, and Mr. Pelham, 
who were for agreeing to the Bill withouc Amendments. 
At laft, Robert Walpole, Efq; laid before the Afflembly fome 
Particulars of the deteftable and dangerous Confpiracy, 
which for fome Time paft had been, and was ftill carry- 
ing on, for the utter Subverfion of the prefene happy 
Settlement. He faid, among other Things, That this 
wicked Defign was form*d about Chriftmas laft; that the 
Con{pirators had at firft, made Application to fome Po- 
tentates abroad, for an Affiftance of sooo Men: That be- 
ing deny’d, they afterwards (about the Month of April) 
made further Application and earneft Inftances for 3000 
Men: That being again difappointed in their Expecta- 
tions from foreign Afliftance, they refolved defperately 
to go on, confiding in their own Srrength, and fondly 
depending on the Difaffeétion in England , and that their 
firft Attempt wasto have been the ftizing of the Bank, 
the Exchequer, and fuch other Places where the publick 
Money was lodg’d: That the Government had undoubted 
Informations of this Plot ever fince May lait ; bur never- 
thelefs choughe fic not to take up any Body, becaufe there 
being then two Terms coming on together, the Confpira- 
tors would have had the Benefit of the Habeas Corpus AG, ' 
and fo the Apprehending them was pur off till the long 

Vacation. He added, That the traiterbus Defigns againft 

his Majefty’s Perfon and Government, had been carrying 

on ever fince the Death of the late Queen ; and that they 

could prove that there had been a Meeting of fome confi- 

derable Perfons, one of whom was not far off, wherein it 

had been propofed to proclaim the Pretender at the Royal 

Exchange. That an exaét Account of this deteftable Con- 

{piracy would, in due Time, be laid before the Parlia- 

ment ; And as to the Bufinefs now before ‘em, tho’ it was 
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true, that the Habeas Corpus Act had never before been fi 
pended for above Six Months; yet, confidering the Lorcs 
had made this Sufpenfion for a whole Year, if the Com 
motis fhould go abour to alter it, the fame might occalion 
a Difference between the two Houfes, which > at this 
Time of Jealoufy and Danger, might found ill in foreign 
Cotirts, 

After this Speech, about feven a-Clock in the Evening, 
the Queftion being put, that the Bill do pafs ( as ir 
fent down from the Lords) it was carry’d din the Affirma- 
tive, by a Majority of 246 Voices againft 193. Then 
the Speaker refum’d the Chair, and the Earl of Hertford 
having immediately reported the faid Bill to the Houle, 
without any Amendmenr, the faid Bill was read che chird 
Time, and pafs'd without dividing.

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That the A& made in Scotland in the Year cf our Lord 1701, 
entitled, An A4t for preventing wrongous Imprifonmenc, 
and againft undue Delays in Tryals, in fo far as the fame 
may be conftru’d to relate to Cafes of Treafon, and Sufpifcion 
of Treafon, be fufpended until the faid 24th Day of October, 
1723, and that until the faid Day, no Fudge, Fuftice of 
Peace, or other Officer of the Law in Scotland, fhall liberate, 
try, or admit to Bail, any Perfon that is or fhall be in Prifon 
within Scotland, for fuch Caufes, as aforefaid, without Order 
from his faid Majefty's Privy-Cowncil, fign’d by Six of the faid 
Privy-Council.

As foon as the King was withdrawn, the Lord Carteret 
acquainted the Houfe of Peers, that the Bithop of Rocheffer, 
the Lord North and Grey, and the Earl of Orrery, who 
were committed to the Tower for High Treafon, having 
enter’d into a dangerous Confpiracy againft his Majefty’s 
Perfon and Government ; his Majefty defir’d the Confent 
of the Houfe to detain the faid Lords Prifoners in the 
Tower, by Virtue of the Act abovemention’d ; to which 
the Honfe readily confented.

On Thurfday the 25th, other new Writs were order’d 
for the Borough of Eaft-Grinfled in Effex, and the Borough 
of Eye in Suffolk, in the Room of Spencer Compton, Efq3 
Speaker of the Houfe, who had made his Election for the 
County of Suffex ; as alfo another new Writ for the Bo- 
rough of Eye, in the Room of Edward Hopkins, Ef; 
fince his Eleétion for the faid Borough, had accepred the 
Office of Mafter of che Revels in Ireland ; and another ve! 
the Borough of Heydon in Yorkfhire, in rhe Room of Dani 
Pulteney, Efq; who made his Election to frve for Preflon 
in Lancafhire. 

On the 26th, another new Writ was order’d for the Bo 
rough of Old Sarum in Wiltfhire, in the Room of Robert 
Pitt, Efq; who had made his Election for the Borough of 
Oakhampton in Devonfhire. 

In the mean Time, from the 18th rill cowards the End 
of Ofober, the Commons proceeded to the Reading of fe- 
veral Petitions, that had been lodg’d wich the Clerk o 
their Houfe, complaining of undue E ketion ons and Return 
for the following Places, viz.

Stirling, St. Mawes alias St. Mawdit, Truro, Dorchefter 5 the 
Diftri¢t of Boroughs of Sanguhar, Dumfreis, Kirkudbright, 
Annan, and Lochmaben ; Bifhop’s Caftle, St. Ives, County of

E'gin, Cullen, and Bamf; Shire at Linlithgow ; Burghs of 
Forfar, Perth, Dundee, St. Andrews, and Coupar ; the Shire of

Denbigh, County of Leicefer, County of Berks, Orford,

Bury, Durham, Town of Brecon, Chrift Church, Twineham, 
and Weftminfter, The Matter of fome of thefe Petitions 
was immediately determin’d, others order’d to be heard at 
the Bar of the Houfe ; and moft of them referr’d te the 
Grand Committee of Privileges and Elections. 

On the rgth of Offober, the Commons took into Confi- 
deration his Majefty’s Speech, ac the opening this Seflions, 
and a Motion being made for a Supply to be granted to 
his Majefty, the fame was referr’d to the Grand Committee 
en Monday the 22d, when it was unanimoufly carry’d. 
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0.23. The faid Refolurion being by Mr. Farrer Chair- 
man of that Committee, reported to the Houft, was with 
like Unanimity agreed to ; and the feveral Eftimates and 
Accoiints, relating to the Navy, Land-Forces, Half-Pay 
Officers, South-Sea Fund, 7c. were order’d to be laid be- 
fore the Houfe. , 
~ The fame Day Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that 
that’ Morning, one Mr. Martin Harold came to him, and 





‘told-him, that he had receiv’d a Letter from Paris, from 


an ‘unknown Hand, dated the 28ch of Offober Inftanr, 
with ‘one enclofed, directed to the Houfe of Commons, 
which Letter he thought it his Duty to deliver-ta the 
Speaker 5 and the faid Letter being directed to the Houfe, 
Mr. Speaker faid he did not prefume to open it, but de- 
fired to know the Pleafure of the Houfe how the fame 
fhould be difpos’d of. Hereupon it was order’d, thac Mr. 
Speaker be direéted to open che faid Letter, and to ac- 
quaint the Houfe the next Morning with the Contents, if 
it contain’d any thing proper to be communicated to che 
Houle, 

Accordingly, on the 24th of Offober, Mr. Speaker ac- 
quainted the Houfe, that he had open’d and perufed the 
faid Letter, which was fubfcrib’d with the Name of 
Foreman, and imported in Subftance, That he had had fre- 
quent Opportunities to be acqnainted with the Defigns of 
the Pretender’s Friends, againft King George and his Go- 
vernment ; and if that honourable Houfe would grane 
him their Proteétion, allow him Charges for coming over, 
and make good the Loffes he had fuftain’d in che Aiffijfippi 
Company, he would doa great deal of Service to the Na- 
tion, in difcovering feveral Things relating to the pre- 
fent Confpiracy ; and in particular, chat he could make 
it appear, that two Perfons in high Stations (naming the 
Lord C———, and Mr,W——) had been remifs in 
their Duty, fince they might have nipp’d the prefent 
Plot in the Budd. The Houfe did but laugh at the Imper- 
tinence and Extravagance of this Letter, which, it feems, 
was written by one Foreman, an Irifhman, formerly an 
Under-Clerk at the Office of the Secretary at War, who 





being turn’d out for a Mifdemeanor, went over to France. 
The fame Day (October 24) the Commons in a Grand 
Committee on the Supply, refolv’d, 1, That roooo Men 
be allow’d for the Sea Service, for the Year 1722; and 
2dly, That 4/. per Man per Month, be allow’d for main- 
taining the faid roo00 Seamen for 13 Months, including 
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the Ordmance for Sea Service: Which Refolutions being 
the next Day reported, were agreed to by the Honfe, 

On the 26:h, the Commons in a Grand Committee, 
confider’d furrher on the Supply, and Mr. Treby, Secretary 
at War, having reprefenred the Neceflity, at this Time of 
Danger, from the traiterous Defigns anc Confpiracies that 
were ftill carrying on by the Enemies of the Government, 
fo increafe the prefent Standing Forces, having mov’d for 
an Augmentation of about 4000 Men, the fame occafion’d 
a very long and warm Debate,» The chief Opponents to 
the Motion were, Mr, Shippen, ‘the Lord Morpeth, Mr. 
Palmer, Mr. Bromley, Mr. Bernard, Mr. Crowley, Sir Thomas 
Hanmer, and Mr: Hutchefon : Buc they were anfwer’d by 
Mr. Sandys, Captain Vernon, Mr. Eversfield, Mr, Peihbam, 
Mr. Doddington £ubb, Lord Stanhope, Counfellor Heft, Mr. 
Smiths, Mr. Waipole, Lord Middieron, and Mr. Pulteney 5 
and the Queftion being put upon Mr. Treby’s Mation, 
3t was carry’i in the Affirmative, by a Majority of 
236 Voices againft 164. After this, it was refolv’d, 
without dividing, 1ft, That the Number of effective 
Men for Guards and Garrifons in Great Britain, Ferfeys 
and Guernfey, for the Year 1723, (including 1859 Invalids)} 
he 18294 Men, Commiflion, and Non Commiflion Officers 
included. adly, That the Sum of 653.932/. 135. 44. 
be granted for defraying the Charge of the faid 18294 
Men, for the Year 1723: Which Refolutions being che 
mext Day reported, were agreed to hy the Houfe. 

On the 29th, the Commons in a Grand Committee, 
eonfider’d further of the Supply, and refolv’d to granc 
feveral Sums, viz. xft, 150,743/. 135. 4d. for the Forces 
and Garrifons in the Plantations, Minorca and Gibraltar, 
and for Provifions for the Garrifons at Annapolis Royal, 
Placentia, and Gibraltar, for the Year 1732. Secondly, 
216,288 |. 14s. 8d. for the Ordinary of the Navy in the 
Wear 1723, including Half-Pay for Sea Officers. Thirdly, 
74043 /. 16s. 34. for the Office of Ordnance for Land 
Service, for the Year 1732: And gthly, s951/. 34s. 6d. 
for feveral extraordinary Expences of the {sid Office of 
Ordnance, for the Year 1722, not provided for by Par- 
Hament. Thefe Refolutions Were reported, and agreed to; 
on the 3rft Day of Oétober, to which the Houfe had ad- 
journ’d on the 29th, by Reafon of the Birth Day of his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, which fell on the 
30th. 

The fame Day (Ofober 31) the Commons in a Grand 
Committee, confider’d of Ways and Means to raife the 
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Supply, and upon Mr, Walpole’s Motion, feconded by Mr. 
Gore, it was unanimoufly agreed, to lay two Shillings in 
the Pound upon all Lands, Tettements, Penfions, Offices, 
@c. Mr. Walpole, on that Occafion, acquainted the Houle, 
that he hoped that Tax, together with the Duty on Malt, 
and the Million in&xchequer Bills which the South-Sea 
were to repay to the Goverment, would go near to an- 
fwer all the neceflary Expences for the next Year's Ser- 
Vices and iti order to make up what mighic be deficient he 
hinted the laying an extraordinary Tax of five Shillings 
in the Pound, on the Eftares of all Roman Catholicks and 
Nonjurors ; which could not be thought either unjuit or un- 
reafonable, confidering the ill Ufe they made of the Sa- 
ving out of their Incomes, which moft of them laid out im 
maintaining the Pretender and his Adherents slroad, and 
fomenting Sedition and Rebellion at home, The farther 
Proceedings of the Parliament mutt be deferred rill che next 
Regitfter. 

On the gth of Auguff, the Funeral of his Grace John late 
Duke of Marlborough, was performed with the grearelt So- 
lemnity and Magniticence. —— 

_ At Marlborough Houfe at St. Zames’s the firft Room was 
hung with Bays; the fecond wich Cloth, where was 2 
Chair of State ac che uppsr End with a Majefty Scuccheon 
over it; the third was hung with Velvet, floor’d with 
Bays, having at the upper End an Afcenc of three Steps, 
where ftood a Bed of State of black Velvet properly adorn- 
ed, with black Plumes at the Corners of the Tefter; ac the 
Head of the Bed a Majefty Scutcheon ; the Coffin was co- 
vered with Crimfon Velvet, over which was ‘a fine Hol- 
Jand Sheet, and on chat a Pall of black Velvet, upom 
which was laid a compleat Suit of Armour gilt, with a 
General’s Truncheon in the right Hand, the great Collar 
of the Order of the Garter about the Neck wich the George 
appendant, and the Garter on the left Leg, a rich Sword 
in a crimfom Velvet Scabbard, being buckled to the Side 
by a like Velvet Bele ; on one Side of the Head was laid 
the Cap of a Prince of the Empire, and on che other Side 
a Ducal Coronet, under the Head a crimfon Velvet Cuthion 
With gold Fringes and Taflels; the Feet refting on a Lion 
couchant holding a Banner, being his Grace’s Creft; and 
round about the Body were placed the feversl Enfigns 
which will be afterwards mentioned in the Proceflion, 
With feveral Scutcheons on the Columns of the Bed pro= 
perly difpofed. The faid three Rooms were adorned with 
a great Number of Scutcheons of feveral Sorts, with Cy- 
phers and Badges interfperfed, and with Silyer Sconces 
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and large Silver Candlefticks, having Wax Tapers burning 
in them. Two other large Rooms were hung with Cloth, 
and adorned in the like Manner, for the Rezeption of the 
Nobility and others, who were invited to the Funeral. 

About half an Hour after Twelve the Proceflion began, 
and paffed along the Road through St. Zames’s Park and the 
upper Park to Hide Park Corner ; thence through Piccadilly, 
down St. James’s Street, through the Pallmall, and by Cha- 
ring-Crofs through King Street co Weftminfter- Abbey. 

A proper Difpofirion had been made of fuch of the For- 
ces as were drawn from the Camp in Hide Park, to attend 
the Funeral: The firft Regiment of his Majefty’s Foor 
Guards was drawn up in the upper Park, with their Right 
next to Buckingham Houfe ; the reft both Foot and Horfe 
Guards and Horfe Grenadiers, were drawn up facing the 
Road through that Park, on the Left of the firft Regiment 
of Foot Guards, in the Order they were to file off after 
each other; a Train of Artillery (confifting of 15 Pieces 
of Cannon and two Mortars, with the great Kettle Drums 
belonging to the Artillery on a Cerriage drawn by two 
Horfes) and the two Companies of Cannoniers and Bom- 
bardiers were drawn up in Hide Park near the Gate to- 
wards Piccadilly; and a Detachment of the fecond and 
fourth Troops of Horfe Guards was drawn up on the Pa= 
rade in St. James’s Park, in order to clofe the Proceffion. 

This Difpofition being made, the March was in the 
following Manner.

The Detachment of the firft and third Troops of Horfe 
Guards ; commanded by the Lord Newburgh. 

The Artillery with the two Companies of Cannoniers

The Detachment of the fecond Regiment of Foot

which came Major General Tatton, as Major of that Re- 
giment. 

The General Officers, viz. Brigadier Honeywood, Briga- 
dier Crofts, Brigadier Munden; Brigadier Stanwix, Brigadier 
Bowles; Major General Wightman, Major General Wade; 
Lieutenant General Maccartney, Lieutenant General Wills, 

The Earl of Cadogan, General and Commander in Chief 
of his Majefty’s Forces, Mafter General of the Ordnance, 

and 
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and Colonel of the firft Regiment of Foot Guards; attend- 
ed by Colonel Otway, as Quarter-Mafter General, (in the 
Place of Colonel Armftrong, who being Surveyor General 
of the Ordnance was obliged to attend at the Tower) Co- 
lonel Williamfon, Adjutant General ; and by his Lordfhip’s 
fix Aids de Camp, Colonel Manning, Colonel Husk; Colo- 
nel Morton, Colonel Morgan; Captain Macartney, Lord 
Carmichael. 

They were followed by the eldeft Company of Gena- 
diers of the firft Regiment of Guards. 

All the Officers were in fuch clofe Mourning as the Mi- 
litary Profeffion admits, the Colours furled and wrapped in 
Cyprefs, the Drums and Kettle Drums covered with black 
Bays and Scutcheons, and Trumpets covered with Cyprefs, 
and having Banners of the Arms of the deceafed, the Offi- 
cers and Soldiers bearing their feveral Arms turned ina 
Funeral Pofture. 

Next came on Foot, the Porter of the Herald’s Office in 
a Gown of Cloth, with a black Staff in his Hand. 

Eight Conduétors in like Gowns, with black Staves in 
their Hands, 

Out-Penfioners of Chelfea Hofpital, in Number feventy 
three, (anfwerable to the Years of his Grace’s Age) in 
like Gowns, with the Badge of his Grace’s Creft on one 
Arm ; two and two.

The Chariot had four Columns which bore up a black Vel- 
vet Canopy lined with black Taffeta, with deep gold 
Fringe, and Taffels at each Corner, on the Top were {e- 
veral black Plumes with Trophies of War intermixed; the 
Jower Part of the Chariot was adorned on both Sides wich 
Several Shields, reprefenting his Grace’s Victories and 
Conquefts, under which was a Scroll with this Motto, Bel- 
lo hec & plura.

In the two next Coaches came, the Earl of Cardigan, 
the Earl of Leiceffer ; the Earl of Briffol, the Earl of bur- 
dington.

A Horfe of Honour, richly caparifoned, led with a Silk- 
en Rein by C:ptain Fifh in his Military Mourning, walk- 
ing on Foot, affifted by two Grooms on Foot.

Then followed the Coaches ef the Nobility, @*c. accord- 
ing to their feveral Precedencies and Degrees. 

Being arrived at the Wef Door of the Abbey of Weffmin- 
fter, only thofe Perfons who bore the Standard, Guidon, 
and Banners above-mentioned, and their Supporters, as al- 
fo the Heralds, with his Garce’s Secretary, two Chaplains, 
and his four white Staff Officers, and thofe who carried 
the Bannerols, entred the Church. The Chariot coming 
to the Door, the Armour was taken off, the Body was car- 
ried into the Church and refted near the Entrance, while 
the chief Mourner, his Supporters and Affiftants, the Pall- 
bearers, and the Nobility and others attending, alighted 
out of their Coaches, the Organ playing during that Time, 
Having all entred into the Church, a Velvet Canopy be- 
ing held over the Body, and the Pall-bearers having taken 
up the Corners of the Pall, the Prebends in their rich 
Copes and the Choir in their Surplices placed themfelves af- 
ter the great Banner and before the Heralds who carried 
the Trophies, and fung the Sentence in the Office for Bu- 
rial, Iam the Refurrettion and the Life, with the two fol- 
lowing Sentences, and continued Singing till the Body 
was placed in King Henry the VIIth’s Chapel. 

Garter King of Arms.

In this Manner they proceeded through the South Ifle of 
the Church till they came near to the Choir, and then 
crofling into the North Ifle went up to King Heary the 
Vilth’s Chapel, where the Body was refted on a Stand pre- 
pared for it in the Middle of the Area: The Pall-bearers 
were feated on Siools at each Corner of the Body; at the 
Head the chief Mourner, with his two Supporters, one on 
each Hand; and his ten Affiftants were feated five on each 
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Side of the Body ; the Nobility placing themfelves in the 
Stalls. During the whole Solemnity, in the Church and 
alfo in this Chapel, the Bannerols were held over the 
Body. 

: An Altar by the Dean’s Order was erected at the Head 
of King Henry the VIlth’s Tomb. After the Body was fec 
down in the Chapel, an Anthem was performed with Vo- 
cal and Inftrumental Mufick, the Performers being placed 
on a Scaffold, hung from Top to Bottom with Mourning, 
erected for that Purpofe crofs the Chapel at che Entrance. 

The Anthem. being ended, the Body was carried to a 
Vaule at the Foot of King Henry the VIIth’s Tomb, the 
Choir finging, Man that is born of 4 Woman, and che three 
following Sentences, and continued finging them till the 
Body was depofired in the Vault, Then the Lord Bithop 
of Rocheffer, Dean of Weffminfter, in his Cope, read, Fora/- 
much as it hath pleafed Almighty God, &c. Then the Choir 
fung, I heard a Voice from Heaven, &c. The Service being 
ended, Garter King of Arms proclaimed the Stile of the 
deceafed; and then his Grace’s Officers breaking their 
Staves, delivered che Pieces to Garter, who threw them in 
upon the Coffin. 

During the Proceffion and till the Body was depofited, 
the Guns at the Tower fired, one every Minute. 

The Detachments of the Horfe Grenadiers and of the 
firft and third Troops of Horfe Guards, having pafled by 
the Wef Door of the Abbey, went through Twthi/ Street to 
Buckingham Houfe, and entring St. fames’s Park at the 
Gate there, marched to the Parade and drew up. The 
Artillery, with the two Companies of Cannoniers and 
Bombardiers made the fame March, and drew up alfo on 
the Parade, The Detachments of the third and of the fe- 
Cond Regiment of Foot Guards, and the firft Regiment of 
Foot Guards, having marched by the faid Abbey Door, 
paffed through Queen’s Square into St. James's Park, and 
drew up on the Parade. The Detachments of the fecond 
and fourth Troops of Horfe Guards, commanded by the 
Lord Forrefer (which clofed the Proceflion,) after they 
came to the faid Abbey Door, returned by the Way they 
went, marched into St. fames’s Park through the great 
Gate at the Horfe Guards, and drew up alfo on the Parade. 

All the Troops and Artillery being drawn up on the Pa« 
vade in St, James's Park, at a Signal givén that che Body 
was depofited, fired three Volleys. Then they returned co 
the Camp in Hide Park, the Horfe firft, the Foot next, and 
after them the Artillery, ag 
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September the 3d, the Lords of the Admiralty receiv’d 
the following Letter from Captain Ogle, Commander of 
his Majefty’s Ship Swallow, dated from Cape Coaj? Road in 
Aprica, April 5, 1722. 





N mine bearing Date the 6ch of November laft, I gave 
an Account that his Majefty’s Ship’s Company under 
my Command were on Recovery, and that I intended in 
a few Days to ply to Windward, and cruize berween Cape 
Palmas, and Cape Three-Points ; 1 fail’d accordingly, the 
roth ditto: The Weymouth I left here, (moft of her Men 
being fick) with Orders, when fhe was in all Refpeéts fit 
for the Sea, to proceed and cruize between Cape Mount and 
Cape Three-Points, “till the 30th of December, 

On the 30th of November, I {poke with a Ship helong- 
ing to the African Company, come from London, by 
which I receiv’d Mr. Secretary Burchett’s Letter, dated the 
34 of Auguft, acquainting me that the Lords Commiflio- 
ners of the Admiralty had order’d me three Months Provi- 
fions, and Wine in Proportion, to be fent for the Ufe of his 
Majefly’s Ships here ; the Mafter of the faid Company’s Ship 
inform’d me, he had che Proportion of Beef, Pork, and 
fome of the Bread aboard, and that the other Provifions, 
with the Wine, I might expeét very foon, by a Ship 
that was to leave England foon after he fail’d. The 7th 
of Fdnuary 1 return’d hither, in Hopes to find the faid 
Provifions and Wine all arriv’d ; but was difappointed, 
for neither the Wine, nor dry Provifions were come, 
Thé Sickriefs aboard the Weymouth was not at all abated ; 
bar the dry Seafon being come, hinder’d her being further 
fupply’d with Water at this Place; fo thar Captain Heard- 
man, with his {mall Number of Men that were in Health, 
and fome Soldiers borrow’d from this Caftle, ply’d up to 
Windward, to water at Cape Three-Points. I took in a 
Month’s Beef, Pork, and Bread, which, with the Provi- 
fions I had of Board, compleated me to three Months of 
all Species, Peafe and Oatmeal excepted: 

On the roth, ditto, the Govetnor here receiv’d Advice 
from the Dutch, that on the 6th, two Pirate Ships had 
taken a French Ship off of Axim; I left Orders here, for 
Captain Heardman, at his Return with his Majefty’s Ship 
the Weymouth, to cruize (as foon as fhe was in a Condition 
for the Sea) between Cape Three-Points and Cafe Palmas 
till the 25th of March, and I forthwith got under Sail, 
and ranged down the Coaft for Whydah, but could gain no 
Intelligence of the Pirates ‘till I arriv’d these, though I 
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met wich feveral Ships trading on the Coaft, in my Paf- 
fage down, On my Arrival at Whydab, I was inform’d, 
that two Pirate Ships, one of 40, and another of 24 Guns, ° 
commanded by one Roberts, had been there, and had fail’d 
about 26 Hours before. I found 1o Sail of Ships in the 
Road, two of which were Englifb, three French, and five 
Portuguefe, they had all ranfom’d at the Rate of eight 
Pounds Weight of Gold each; an Englifb Ship, for refu- 
fing to ranfom, the Pirates burnt, with a confiderable 
Number of Negroeson Board. The Pirates being inform’d 
that a French Ship they had taken fail’d well, and had 
formerly (een a Privateer of St. Malo, did, notwichftand- 
ing a Ranfom paid for her, carry her away, with a De- 
fign to fic her for their Service, and quit their 24 Gun 
Ship: Therefore I judg’d they muft go to fome Place in 
the Bite, to clean and fit the French Ship, before they 
would chink of cruifing again ; which occafion’d me to 
ftretch away into the Bite, and look into thofe Places 
which I knew had Depth of Water fafficient for his Ma- 
jefty’s Ship. 

On the sth of February, at Daylight, I faw Cape Lopez 
bearing W.S.W. about three Leagues, and at rhe fame 
Time difcover’d three Ships at Anchor under the Cape, 
which I believed to be Pirates, two of them having Pen- 
dants flying. 1 was oblig’d to haul off N. W. and W.N.W. 
to clear the Frenchman’s Bank, the Wind at S.S.E. and in 
lefs than an Hour, one of the three gor under Sail, and 
Save me Chace ; and I, to give her a fairer Opportunity of 
coming up with me without being difcover’d, kept on 
the fame Courfe, with the fame Sail abroad I had when I 
firft faw her. About Eleven that Morning fhe got within 
Gun Shot of me, and fir’d feveral Chace Guns, under 
Englifh Colours, and a Black Flag at her Mizzen-Peek ; 
foon afterwards, being come within Mufket Shor, I Star- 
boarded my Helm and gave hera Broadfide, andin an 
Hour and an Half’s Time fhe {truck and call’d for Quarter, 
we having difabled her very much, and fhor down her 
Main-Top-Maft. She prov’d to be the French Ship they 
had taken out of Whydah Roac, and had put into her 32 
Guns, and 123 Men, 23 of whom were Blacks; fhe had 
26 Men kill’d and wounded; the Caprain’s Name was 
Skyrm, who had a Leg fhot off > The Prifoners inform’d 
me, that the two Ships they !+ft ac Anchor under the 
Cape, were Roberts in the 40 Gun Ship, and the other 
the 24 Gun Ship they had thas Morning quitted for 
the Prize.

The 6th ditto, in the Night, I left the Prize, having 
put her into the beft Condition for failing fo fhort a Time 





‘would allow of, and order’d her away to the Ifland Prin- 


ces, I made the beft of my Way to Windward again, 
in order to defery the two Ships that remain’d at Anchor 
under Cape Lopez, 

On the oth ditto in the Evening, I made the Cape, and 
faw two Ships ftretching in under the Land, about five 
Leagues Diftance, but not having Day-light enough, I 
was obliged to ftand off and on all Night, and in the 
Morning I ftretched in under the Cape, where I faw at 
Anchor three Ships, the biggeft of them with Jack, En- 
fign, and Pendant flying, whom I lay up with till I got 
within random Shot, when the Wind took me a-head, 
and I made two Trips, in which Time fhe flipp’d and 
got under Sail, and came down upon me with Englifh 
Enfign and Jack, and a Black Pendant flying at her 
Main-Top-Maft Head, and I fhewing her a French Enfign, 
when fhe came within Piftol Shor I hoifted my proper 
Colours, and gave her a Broadfide, which fhe return’d, 
and endeavoured to get from me by making all the Sail 
fhe could ; but in lefs than two Hours I fhot her Main- 
Maft down, and then fhe ftruck, her Mizen-Top-Matt 
being fhoc away fome Time before: The Captain, whofe 
Name was Roberts, was kill’d 5 his Prize (formerly call’d 
the Onflow, and fince by the Pirates, the Royal Fortune) 
had 40 Guns mounted, and 152 Men, 52 of whom were 
Negroes. The next Day I ply’d back again for the Cape, 
in order to take out the 24 Gun Ship the Pirates had quit- 
ted, and to reftore to the third (which was a Ship freight- 
ed by the African Company ————— Hill, Commander) 
fuch Provifion as the Pirates had robbed him of, together 
with his Surgeon and four Men, Roberts having feiz’d her 
the Day before I took him, as fhe was coming to, under 
the Cape to water; but anchoring again under the Cape 
the 12th ditto, I found there only the Pirate Ship of 24 
Guns without any Body aboard her, all the Mens Chefts 
being broke open and rifled ; which occafions me to be- 
lieve that by the fpeedy failing of the abovefaid Compa- 
ny’s hir’d Ship, which had but a very {mall Quantity of 
Water or Provifions aboatd two Days before, they muft 
have robbed her, otherwife could not poffibly have fail'd 
fo foon. The Pirates inform’d me that they had left in 
their Chefts a-board a confiderable Quantity of Gold, but 
nat above ro Ounces were found a-board her : The Quan- 
tity of Gold I have got of all the Prizes will amount to 
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about gooo/, and I beg the Lords of the Admiralty will 
ufe their good Offices with his Majefty that the Prizes may 





be fhar’d among the Captors. 


The 18th of February I compleated watering, and fail’d 
for Princes, from whence I took out the Prize, and then 
proceeded direétly for Cape Coaft, The three Prizes loft 
Company with me in a Tornado near St. Thoma, 

The 15th of March Larriv’d here, where I found the 
dry Provifions and Wine, which arriv’d not here before 
the latter End of February. 

The 26th of the fame Month, the Weymouth anchor’d 
here, and then proceeded to the Trial of the Pirates, Cap- 
tain Heardman fitting as Prefident of the Court ; I being 
Captor, was difqualify’d from fitting. 

The 3d of April the three Prizes arriv’d. As foon as 
the Court has made an End of trying the Pirates, I fhall 
lof no Time, but according to my Inftruétions, thall 
Proceed by the Way of Barbadoes and fFamaica, to Great 
Britain. 

P.S. Since my laft, I bury’d my firft Lieutenant, Mr. 
Barton, who came out of England Second. 


On Tuefday the 28th of Auguft, in the Morning, his 
Majefty fet out from his Palace at Kenfington, and being 
join’d on the Way by his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales, who accompany’d his Majefty throughout his Pro- 
grefs, went that Day to his Grace the Duke of Bolton's 
Seat at Hackwood, where many Perfons of Quality waited 
to pay their Duty to his Majefty at his Arrival. The 
High Sheriff of Hampfhire met his Majefty at his En- 
trance into that County, and artended him till his Ma- 
jetty paffed into Wiltfhire. His Majefty lay that Night at 
Hackwood, and was pleafed to order 50 Guineas to be given 
to the Poor of Bafingftoke, 

On Wednefday the 29th, his Majefty proceeded to Sali/- 
bury, being receiv’d at the Entrance into Wilt/hire by the 
High Sheriff of that County. Arriving at Salisbury in 
the Evening, his Majefty was met by the Mayor and Al- 
dermen in their Formalicies, and complimented on their 
Part by Sir Robert Fyre, one of the Juftices of the Court of 
King’s Bench, their Recorder. The Mayor prefented to 
his Majefty the Keys of the City, and a Purfé with roo 
Guineas in ir, and another Purfe with 50 Guineas in it to 
the Prince. His Majefty was conducted to the Bifhop’s 
Palace, where his Majefty fupp’d in publick, in a Room 
where were cwo Tables equally ferv’d ; as many Genrle 
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men of the Country as there was Room for at his Majefty’s 
Table being admirted to fup with him, and others at the 
Table of the Nobility attending his Majefty. His Majefty 
lodg’d in the Bifhop’s Palace that Nighe and the next, 

Thurfday the 30th, being the Day appointed for the 
Review of the Forces encamp’d within two Miles of 
Salisbury, his Majefty went firft to Divine Service in the 
Cathedral Church, and proceeded from thence to the 
Camp, where being on Horfeback, his Majefty review'd 
the following Regiments :

And his Majefty was pleafed to declare his Satisfaétion 
with the excellent Order in whicli they all appear'd. The 
Concourfe of People from all Parts, to fee his Majefty at 
this Review, was exceeding great. His Majefty returning 
to the Bifhop’s Palace at Salisbury, was attended by the 
Lord Rifhop, the Dean and Chapter, the Clergy of that 
Town, and many of the neighbouring Clergy ; and the 
Bifhop made the following Speech to his Majefty. 


OUR Majefty baving been pleas’d to honour this 
Pare of your Kingdom with your Royal Prefence, 
we beg Leave upon this Occafion to prefent our moft hum- 
ble Duty, and to exprefs our Part of the common Joy, 
which feems fo great and fo univerfal, that we truft that 
your Majefty’s Enemies who have been plotting againft 
your Governmenr, did not exp: any Succour from 
hence, or ac leaft will find none, fhould they attempt to 
put their wicked Projects in Execution. 
Give us Leave, Sir, upon this Occafion, to exprefs our 
utmoft Indignation, that neither the Juftice, nor Wifdom, 
nor 
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nor Clemency, nor the good Succefs of your Majefty’s 
Reign, nor the frequent fignal Interpofitions of Providence 
in its Favour, have yet been able to hinder wicked Men 
from fowing Difcontents, by vile Mifreprefentations, 
Lies, and Sianders, among your Subjects, and from form- 
ing Plots in Confequence of them, to ruin your Majefty’s 
Government, and the Religious and Civil Rights of their 
Native Country. 

We do not much wonder, that thofe of the Roman Com- 
munion among us, ( notwithftanding the Tranquillity 
they enjoy) fhould no more be Friends to the Govern- 
ment of your Majefty, than they were to that of Queen 
Elizabeth, or King Wiliam, two of your moft glorious 
Predeceffors, becaufe your Majefty is now what they were 
in their Times, the Great Preferver of this Church, and 
Bulwark of the Reformation ; and the only vifible Means, 
under God, to hinder Popifh Tyranny from opprefling all 
Europe, 

But it is Matter of Amazement, that any Members of 
this Church, fhould venture to perjure themfelvés, to ha- 
zard their own Lives, and to involve their Native Cout- 
try in all the Blood and Mifery that muft atcend a Rebel- 
lion, only to bring in a Popifh Pretender to be Guardian 
and Protector of a Proteftant Church. 

This Church has hitherto been efteem’d the Glory of the 
Reformation, and the great Support of it ; and we truft 
in God that it will ever continue fo, under the Protection 
of your Majefty, and of your Royal Pofteriry. 

But we dread to think how ihe muft become vile and 
contemptible, and the Scorn of all the World, if her own 
Sons concur co deftroy her, by calling in a Pretended Pro- 
tector from Rome ; one who mutt efteem her Articles to be 
Heretical 5 her Communion to be Schifmatical ; her Clergy to 
be without Holy Orders, and only Perjured Deceivers; her 
People to be in the Way of Damnation ; and her whole 
Religion to be a Crime worfe than High Treafon or Witch- 
craft. 

This is the Opinion which they have of us at Rome ; 
and fuch muft be the Guardian of our Church, if we 
fhould ever be fo unhappy as to have one from thence 5 
the very Thought of which muft be fo affrighting to all 
that love her, that we cannot but hope, that your Majefty’s 
Enemies vainly deceive themfelves in the Opinion of rheir 
Numbers ; and that the Difcontents which they have rai- 
fed, cannot hold Jong, when Men think of the Confe- 
quences of them ; as we are fatisfy’d they cannot a 
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unlefs God, as a Punifhment for our other great Sins and 
Provocations, fuffers us to be infatuated, in order to bring 
utter Deftruétion upon ourfelves, 

The Fews were once fo foolifh, as to defire to fhake off 
the Government of a Perfon, who, after a long Admini- 
ftration, could appeal to them, Whofe Ox have I taken, or 
whofe Afs have Itaken? But we do not read, that they 
were ever fo much out of their Wits, as when they had a 
King of their own Religion, they would hazard all the 
Evils of a Rebellion, only to procure orfe from among the 
Philiffines. 

I am afraid Sir, that my Zeal has made me trefpafs too 
much upon your Majefty’s Patience ; but the Meaning of 
all this is to let your Majefty fee, that we think ourfelves 
bound to feek the Profperity of your Government, not 
only out of the Duty that we owe to your Majefty as 
our Sovereign, and a wife and good Prince ; but alfo be- 
caufe our own deareft Interefts are fo link’d with ir, that 
they mutt ftand or fall cogerher. 

We fhall therefore make it our conftant Prayer to God, 
that he would be pleafed to continue both your Perfon and 
Government under his gracious Protection ; that as he has 
hitherto made all Oppofition Loth at Home and from 
Abroad, to fall before you, fo he would be pleafed at laft 
to blefs you with the Conqueft of the Hearts of all your 
Subjeéts, the moft defirable Viétory to a Prince fo good 
and merciful ; and that your Majefty and your Royal Po- 
jierity may from Age to Age make this Church and King- 
dom happy, in a legal, wife, and religious Government ; 
and that you may mutualiy be made happy in an obe- 
dient, duriful, and Affectionate People. 





‘To which, his Majefty was pleafed to return the following 
moit gracious Anfwer. 


Take very kindly thefe Expreffions of your Zeal and Af- 

fection to my Perfon and Government ; and do affure you, 
that the Church, as by Law eftablifh’d, fhall always have my 
Proteftion and Encouragement, 


And then the Bifhop and Clergy had the Honour to kifs 
his Majefly’s Hand,

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The two Nights his Majefty ftaid at Salisbury, the Hon- 
fes of the Streets in that City were illuminated. 

On Friday the 31ft, his Majefty went from Salisbury, 
and being met again at the Entrance into Hampfhire by 
the High Sheriff of that County, proceeded to Wincheffer, 
where his Majefty was receiv’d at the firft Gate by the 
Mayor and Aldermen in their Formalities; and by the 
Lord William Powlett, and George Bridges, Efq; their Repre- 
fentatives in Parliament.

His Majefty in his Way to Port/mouth was met at the 
Entrance of the Foreft of Bere by Mr. Norton, Warden of 
that Foreft, accompany’d by a good Number of Gentlemen 
and others, and at his Invitation his Majefty was pleafed 
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to alight at his Seat at Southwick ; Mr, Nortoz had prepar’d 
avery handfome Entertainment, buce it being late, his 
Majefty thought fit to proceed to Port/mouth, after having 
view’d the Houfe and Gardens, His Majefty arriving 
about five that Afternoon at Port{/mouth, went directly to 
the Dock, where he was receiv’d by Sir Joba Norris and 
Sir Chares Wager, Commiflioners of the Admiralry, and 
Reprefentatives for the Borough of Port/mouth, by che 
Commiflioners of the Navy there, by all the Officers of 
the Dock, and by a great Number of Officers of che Fleer, 
His Majefty having view’d the Yards and Magazines, 
went on Board the Canterbury Man of War, and there 
view’d the Lancaffer, a new built Ship of 80 Guns; which, 
the Tide not ferving then, could not be launched cill the 
next Day. 

As foon as his Majefty appear’d on the Quarter-Deck of 
the Canterbury, the Crews, and a Multitude of People, 
who fill’d the Decks and Shrouds of all the Ships in the 
Harbour, gave feveral Shouts, and his Majefty was faluced 
by the Guns of all the Ships as well in the Harbour, as 
without at Spithead. 

His Majetty was pleafed to confer the Honour of Knighe- 
hood on Ifaae Townfhend, Efq; Commiffioner of the Navy 
there, and on Facob Ackworth, Efq; Surveyor of the Navy; 
and to order sool. to be diftributed among the Workmen 
of the Dock.

Late in the Evening his Majefty left Portfmonth, the 
Guns of the Place firing at his Departure ; and being met 
at his Entrance into Suffex by the High-Sheriff of thar 
County, went to Stenfiead, the Seat of the Right Honon- 
gable the Earl of Scarborough, the Honfes of every Village 
in his Paffage thither being illuminated, and Bonfires 
aS a ee a 
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and paid their Duty to his Majefty on his Arrival there, 
An humble Addrefs of the Canons, Refidentiaries, and 
Prebendaries of the Cathedral Church of Chichefer, and 
others the Clergy of that Part of the Diocefe, was pre- 
fented to his Majefty at Stanffead, by the Reverend Dr. 
Hayley, accompany’d by others of the Clergy, introduc’d 
by the Right Honourable the Earl of Scarborough. Alfo 
an humble Addrefs of the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, 
and Citizens of the City of Chicheffer, was prefented to 
his Majefty by the Mayor, @c. introduc’d by the Right 
Honourable the Earl of Scarborough, At Stanffead bis Ma- 
j-fty was pleas’d to confer the Honour of Knighthood on 
Thomas Peckham, Efq; High Sheriff of Suffex. 

On Saturday the 1ft Inftanr, in the Morning, his Ma- 
jefty left Stanflead 5 came by Guilford, where his Majefty 
order’d s0/. to be given to the poor Prifoners for Debt, 
and at Night arriv’d in perfect Health (God be prais’d) at 
his Palace at Ken/ington. 

Throughout this his Majefty’s Progref:, the People got 
together in great Numbers, at all Places on the Road thro’ 
which he pafs’d, and exprefs'd their Dury and Loyalty, 
by Acclamations, and other Demonftrations of Joy ; 
which, with his like joyful-and loyal Reception and En- 
tertainment at thofe Places where his Majefty made any 
Stay, was to his Majefty’s entire Satisfaction.
